Neverthetcfs, the Fe- 
ſuits found a way by Tricks and Bribes to 
engage the Twrkiſh Guards into a Confpira- 
cy with thcm, for the Tranſporting of the 
inclofed and renowned Afhes into Exrope ;

there. While they were undex the Confu-

neral came upon them, and cutithem all

The Age, with the 
Death of this Worthy man, has been alrea- 
dy terminated in the Ninetteth year of the 
preſent Century, and the Eighty ſixth Year 
of his own Pilgrimage. And for his Birth, 
it was at a Town in Ergland, the Name 
whereof I cannot preſently recover ; nor 
is it neceſſary for me to look back fo far as 
the place of his Natjvity, any more than 
*tis for me to recite the Virtues of his Pa- 
rentage, of which he faid, Vix ea niftra voco, 
The Atlantick, Ocean, like a River of Lethe, 
may-caſily cauſe 'ns to forget 'many of the 
things that. happened on the other fide. In- 


deed the Nativity of ſuch a Man were an 


Honour worthy the Contention. of as many 
Places as laid their Claims unto the famous 
Homer's , but whatever Places may challenge 
a ſhare in the Reputation of having En- 
joy'd the firft Breath of our Eliot, it is New- 
England that with moſi right can call him 
bers ; his beſt Breath, and afterwards his laſt 
Breath, was here; and here *twas that God 
beſtow'd upon him Sons and Daughters. 

He came to New- England in the Month of 
November, 4. D. 163 t. among thoſe Bleſſed

This Wife of bis Touth lived with him 
until ſhe became to him alſo the Staff of bis 
Age 3 and (he left him not until about three 
or four years before his own: Departure 
to thoſe Heavenly Regions, where they 
now together ſee Light. She was a Woman 
very Eminent both for Holineſs and Vſeful- 
neſs, and ſhe excelled moſt of the Daughters 
that have done vertuouſly.

UT all that 1 have hitherto faid, is no 
more than an entrance into the Hiſto- 
ry of our Eliot. Such an Enoch as he, mult 
have ſomething more than theſe things re- 
corded of him; his Walk with God muſt be 
more largely laid before the World, as a 
thing that would beſpeak us all to be Fot- 
lowers , no Icfs than we ſhall be 4dmirers , 
of it.

He had not paſſed many mwrns in the 
World , before he knew the meaning of a 
ſaving t#xrn- from the Vanities of an Unre- 


| generate State , unto God in Chriſt, by a 


true Repentancez he Had the ſingular h2p- 
pineſs and priviledge of an Early Converſion 
from the ways which Original Sin diſpoſes 
all Men unto. One of the principal ſaftru- 


| ments which the God of Heaven uſed in 


tinging, and filling the mind of this Choſen 
Vfſel with good Principles, was that Ve- 
nerable Thomas Hooker , whoſe Name in the 
Churches of the Lord Jeſus , is As an Oynt- 
ment poured forth 3 even that Hooker , of 
whom Worthy Maſtcr Fzlkr could write:

As Latimer would not ſtick to ſay, St. Bilney,

It was now a time 
when ſome hundreds-of thoſe amiable Peo-

\Uch was the Piety of our Eliot, that like 
another 'Miſes, he had upon his Face a 
hewimail Shine, arifing from his uninter- 
rapted Communion: with the Father of 
Spirits. | He was'indeed a Man of Prayer, and 
iiight ſay after the/Plalmiſt, T Prayer, as be- 
iog in 2 thamver-made upiot 1t, Gould the 
Walls of his' old Study ſpeak , they would 
even raviſh us with a Relation of the many 
hundred and thouſand fervent Prayers which 
he there poured out before the Lord. He not 
only made it his daily practice tO enter into 
that Cloſet , and ft bis Door , and pray to bis 
Father mm ſecret, but he would not 1arcly ſet 
apart whole Days for Prayer with Faſting 
in ſecret places, before the God of Heaven. 
Prayer ſolemnized with Fafting was indeed 
ſo oguecaptle unto him, chat 1 have fome- 
times 
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times thought he might juſtly inheric the 
Name of Johannes Fejunator, or fobn the Fa- 
ſter, which for the like reaſon was put upon 
one of the Renowned Ancients, Eſpecial- 
ly, when there was any Remarkable Dith-

of. He could fay as the Pious Robertſon did 
upon his Death-bed,T thank God T have loved 
Faſting and Prayer with all my beart ! If one 
wou'd have known what that ſacred thing, 
The Spirit of Prayer , intends, i him there 
might have been ſeen a moſt ;Juculent and 
pracica] Expolition of it. He kept his 
heart in a frame'for Prayer, with a marvel- 
lous Conſtancy ,.and was continually pro- 
voking all that were about him thereunto, 
When he heard any conſiderable News, his 
uſual and ſpeedy R<efleGtion thereupon would 
; be, Brethren, let us turn all this into Prayer ; 
+ and he was perpetually jogging the Wheel 


E/ of Prayer, both more privately in the Meet- 


ings, and more publickly in the Churches 


of his Neighbourhood. When he came to 


an Houſe that he was intimately acquainted 
with, he would often fay, Come, let ws not 
bave a Viſit without a Prayer ; let us pray down 
the 


" 
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the Bleſſing of Heaven on your Family before we go. 
Eſpecially when he came into a Society of 
Miniſters, before he had fate long with them, 


| they would look to hear him urging, Bre- 


thren, the Lord Jeſus taker much notice of what 
is done. and ſaid among bis Miniſters when they 
are together, come let us pray before we part. 
And hence alſo his whole Breath ſeemed in 


a ſort made upof Ejaculatory Prayers ; ma- 


| ny ſcores of which winged Meflengers he 


diſpatched away to Heaven upon pious Er- 
rands every day. By them he beſpoke Blef- 
fings upon almoſt every Perſon or Aﬀair that 
he was concerned with ; and he carried eve- 
ry thing to God with ſome pertinent Ho- 
ſannah's or Hallelajab's over it. He was a 
mighty and an happy Man, that had his Qui- 
ver full of theſe heavenly Arrows: And 
when he was never ſo firaitly befieged by 
human Occurences, yet he faſtned the wiſhes 
of-his devout Soul unto them, and very dex- 
terouſly ſhot them up to Heaven over the 
head of all. 

As he took thus delight in ſpeaking to the 
Almighty God, no leſs did he in ſpeaking of 
him z but in ſerious and ſavoury Diſcourſes 
he ſtill had his Tongue Jtke the Pen of @ ready 
Writer. The Jeſwits once at Nola made a no 
leſs prophane than ſevere Order, That no 
man ſhould ſpeak of God at all; but this cx- 
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cellent Perſon almoſt made it an Order 
wherever he came, to ſpeak of nothing but God, 
He was indeed (afficiently pleaſant and witty 
in Company, and he was affable and faceti- 
ous, rather than moroſe in Converſation's 
but he had a remarkable Gravity mixed 
with it, and a ſingular Skill of raiting ſome 
Holy Obſervation out of whatever Matter of 
Diſcourſe lay before him ; nor would he or- 
dinarily diſmiſs any Theme without ſome 
gracious, divine, pithy Sentence thereupon. 
Doubtleſs he impoſed it as a Law upon him- 
ſelf, that he. would leave ſomething of God, 
and Heaven, and Religion, with all that ſhould 
come a near him; {ſo that in all Places his 
Company was attended with Majeſty and 
Reverence' and it was no ſooner proper for 
him to ſpeak, but, like Mary's opened Box 
of Oyntment, he fl'd the whole Room with 
the Perfumes of the Graces in his Lips 3 and 
the Chriſtian-hearers taſted a greater ſweet- 
neſs in his well-ſeaſoned Speeches, . than the 
Ifuftrious Homer aſcrib'd unto the Orations 
of his Neſtor, Whoſe Lip drop'd Language, than 
ſweet Hony ſweeter abundance. 

His Conferences were like thoſe which Ter- 
zxllian affirms to have been common among 
the Saints in his Days, Ut qui ſciret Dominum 
audire, as knowing that the Ear of God was 
TM tcothem all ; and he managed hid: 

er, 
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der, fo as to manifei that he was bound 
Heaven-ward, in his whole Communicati- 
on. He had a particular art at Spirituali- 
zing of Earthly Objects, and railing of high 
Thoughts from very mean things. As once, 
going, with ſome feebleneſs and wearineſs up 
the Hill on which his Meeting-houſe now 
fiands, he ſaid unto the Perſon that led him) / 


This is very like the way to Heaven, "tis up Hill ! >... 


the Lord by his Grace fetch us up! and inſtant- 
ly ſpying a Buſh near him, he as nimbly ads | 
ded, And truly there are Thorns and Briars in 
the way too! Which inſtance I would "not 
have fingled out from the many thouſands 
of his Occaſional Reflections, but only that 
I might ſuggeſt unto the good People of Rox- 
bury, ſomething for them to think upon, 
when they are going up to the Houſe of the 
Lord, It is enough, that as the Friend of 
the Famous Urſin could profeſs that he ne- 
ver went unto him, without coming away, 
aut doGior aut melior, either the wiſer or the 
better from him ; ſo,*tis an acknowledgmert 
which more than one Friend of our Eljot's' 
has made concerning him,7 was never with him, 
but I got, or might have got ſome good from bim. 
And hearing from the Great God, wasan 
Exerciſe of like ſatisfaQtion unto the Soul of 
this good Man, with ſpeaking eichex to him, 
or x of him. He was a mighty Student of the 
2H THOUTS B2 Sacred 
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Sacred Bible; and it was unto him as his ne- 
ceſſary Food. He made the Bible his Com- 
panion , and his Councellor, and the Holy 


Lines of Scripture more Enamoured him, | 


than the profane ones of Twlly ever did the 
Famous T:alian Cardinal. He would not, 
upon eaſy terms, have gone one day together 


without: uſing a Portion of the Bible as an 
Amidote againſt the Infe&ion of Temptation. | 


And he would preſcribe it unto others, with 
his probatum eſt upon it ; as once particular- 
* ly a pious Woman, vexcd with a wicked 


> Hugsband, complaining to him, That bad 


Company was all the Day ſtill infeſting of 
her Houſe, and what ſhould ſhe do ? He ad- 
viſed her, Take the Holy Bible into your Hand, 
when the bad Company come, and you'll ſoon drive 
them out of the Houſe; the Woman made the 
experiment, and thereby cleared her Houſe 
from the haunts that had moleſied it. By the 
like way *twas that he cleared his heart of 
what he was loth to. have neſting there, 
Moreover, if ever any Man could, he might 
pretend unto that evidence of Uprightneſs, 
Lord, 1 have loved the.bahitation of thine Houſe 3 


for he not- only gave ſomething more than 


his preſence there twice on the Lord's Days, 
and once a Fortnight beſides on the LeQuures, 
in.his own Congregationz but he made his 
Weekly Viſits unto the LeQures in ,the

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Neighbouring Towns; how often was he. 


ſeen at Boſton, Charlſtown, Cambridg, Dorche- 
fer, waiting upon the Word of God, in the 
recurring Opportunities, and counting a 


| Day in the Courts of the Lord better than a thou- 
ſand! It is hardly conceivable, how in the 


midſt of ſo many Studies and Labours as he 
was at home engaged in, he could poſſibly 
repair to ſo many Lectures abroad; and here- 


| in he aimed not only at his own Edification, 


but at the Countenancing and Encouraging 
of the LeEtures which he went unto. Thus 
he took heed that he might hear.and he took 
as much heed how he heard ; he ſet himſelf 
aSin the preſence of the Eternal God, as the 
Great Conſtantine uſed of old , in the Aﬀem- 
blies where he came, and faid, T will hear what 
God the Lord will ſpeak,;, he expreſſed a dili- 
gent attention, by a watchful and wakeful 
Poſture, and by turning to the Texts quoted 
by the Preacher ; he expreſſed «ſuitable affe- 
ion by feeding on what was dehivered, arid 
accompanying it with hands and eyes devout- 
ly elevated z and they whoſe good hap 'twas 
to go home with him, were ſure of having 


another Sermon by the way, until their very | 


H-arts burned in them. Lafiantins truly ſaid, 
Non eft vera Religio, que cum Templo relinquitnr s 
but our Eliot always carried much of Religi- 
on with him from the Houſe of God.

In a word, he was one who lived in Hea- 
ven while he was on Earth; and there is no 
more than pure Juſtice in our endeavours 
that he ſhould live on Earth after he is in 
Haven. We cannot ſay that we ever ſaw 
him walking any whither, but he was therein 
walking with God ; wherever he ſat, he had 


God by him, and it was in the everlaſting 


Arms of God that he flept at Night. Me- 
thoughts he a little difcovered his heavenly 
way of living, when walking one day in his 
Garden, he plucked up a Weed that he ſaw 
now and then growing there; at which a 
Friend preſently (aid unto him, $;-, yort tell 
ug we mujt be Heavenly minded ; but he imme- 
diately repli'd, 1: # zrue; og this is no.impes 
diment unto that 3 for were T ſure to go t0 Heaven 
80 moyrow, I would do what I do to day. From 
ach a frame of Spirit it was that once in a 
Viſit, finding 2 Merchant in his Counting- 
houſe, where he ſaw Books of Buſineſs only 
on his Table, but all his Books of Devotion 
on the Shelf,.. he gave this Advice unto him, 
Sir, Here's Earth on the Table, and Heaven on 
#be Shelf ; pray don's fit ſo mach at the Table as 
altogether to forget the Shelf z let not Earth by any 
means thrujt Heaven ont of your mind, 

Indeed I cannot give a fuller Deſcription 
of him, than what was in a Paraphraſe that

from him as he uttered it, 
< Behold, ſaid he, the Ancient and Excel-

© of the way of Godly Converſation. For, 
* firſt, a ſeventh part of our time is all ſpent

© ment lies in Heaven. In the morning, if 
© we ask, Where amt Ito be today? Our Souls

Eords-Day. 


f Be was the Picty, this the Holineſs of 
- our Eliot; but among the many In- 
ftances in which his Holineſs was remarkable, 
I muſt not omit his exa&t Remembrance of the 
Sabbath day, to keep it holy. \ 
_ -It has been truly and juſily obſerved, That 
our whole Religion fares according to our 
Sabbaths; that poor Sabbaths make poor 
Chriſtians ; and that a Stritneſs in our Sab- 
baths inſpires a Vigour into all our other 
Duties. Our Eliot knew this, and it was a 
moft Exemplary Zeal that he acknowledged 
the Sabbath of. our Lord Jeſus Chriſt withal, 
Had he been asked, Servaſti Dominicum ? He 
could have made a right Chriſtian primitive 
anſwer thereunto. The Sun did not ſer, 
the Evening before the Sabbath, till he had 
begun his Preparation for it ; and. when the 
F.ords-day came, you. might have ſeen obs 
m-the Spirit eyery Week. Every day was a 
ſort of Sabbath to-him, but the Sabbath-day 
was a kind, a type, a taſte of Heaven with 
him. He laboured, that he might on this 
high day have no Words or Thoughts Pann 
Ne uch. 
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ſuch as were agreeable thereunto; he then 
allow'd in himſelf no Actions , but thofe 
of a raiſed Soul, One ſhould hear nothing 
dropping from his Lips on this day, but the 
Milk and Honey of the Country, in which 
there yet remains a Reſt for the People of 
God; and if he beheld in any Perſon what- 
{oever, whether Old or Young, any Profa- 
nation of this day, he would be ſure to bes 
ſow lively Rebukes upon it. And hence 
alſo unto:the general Engagements of a Co- 
venant with God, which *twas his debire to 
bring the Indians into, he added a particuiar 
Article, whereinjthey bind themſelves. Meb- 
quontamvnat Sabbath , - pabbeteannat tobſobke 
pomantamog, i.e. To remember the Sabbath- 
day, to keep it holy, as long as we live. 

The mention of this, gives me an oppor- 
tunity, not only to recommend our Depart- 
ed Eliot, but alto to Vindicate another great 
Man, unto the Churches of our Lord Feſus 
Chriſt, The Reverend and Renowned 
OWEN in his Elaborate Exercitations on 
- Lords-day, had let fall ſuch a paſſage as 
this - 

T judge, That the Obſervation of the Lords-day 
is to be Commenſurate unto the uſe of our natural 
ſtrength on any other day, from Murning to Night- 
The Lords- day is to be ſee apart unto the ends of 
an holy. Reſt unto God, by every one, according. as- 
bis 
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bis natural flrength willenable bim to employ him- 
I jof 4 bis lawful occaſions any other day of the 
CERo 
This paſſage was ſubjx to ſuch a miſun- 
derſtanding, as that it gave ſome ſcandal un- 
to ſeveral very Learned and Pious Men; a- 
mong whom our Eljzr was one: whereupon 
with his uſual Zea}, Gravity, and SanGity, 
he wrote unto the DoQtor his Opinion there- 
about; who returned unto him an anſwer 
full of Reſpe&t, ſome part whereof I ſhall 
here tranſcribe, 
* As to what concerns the Natnral firength 
© of Men ( ſaith be), Eicher I was under ſome 
< miſtake in my Expreſſion, or you ſeem to be 
fo in your Apprehention. I never thought, 
© and I hope I have not ſaid, for I cannot 
(find it,that the continuance of the Sabbath 
*jis. to be Commenſurate unto the natural 
© trength of Man,but only that it is an allow- 
© able mean of Mens continuance in Sabbath- 
« Duties z which I ſuppoſe you will not deny, 
© leſt you ſhould caſt the Conſciences of Pro- 
$ {cflors into inextricable Difficulties. 
* When firſt I engaged into that Work, [ 
© intended not to have ſpoken one word: a- 
© bout the practical Obſervation of the Day z 
© but only to have endeavoured the Revival 
© of a Truth which at preſent is deſpiſed and 
* contemned among us, and firenuouſly op- 
* poſed 
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* poſed by ſundry Divines of the United Pro- 
* vinces, who call the DoGtrine of the Sabbath, 
*Figmentum Anglicanum. Upon the deſire of 
© ſome Learned Men in theſe Parts, it was, 
*that I undertook the Vindication of it. 
* Having now diſcharged the Debt, which 
in this matter I owed unto the Truth and 
* Church of God, tho not as I ought, yet 
* with ſuch a compoſition as I hope, thro? the 
©Interpolition of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, might 
* find acceptance with God and his Saints, 
* ſuppoſe I ſhall not again engage on that 
© Subject. 
<1 ſuppoſe there is ſcarce any one alive in 
*the World, who hath more Reproaches caſt 
© upon him than I have; tho hitherto God 
© has been pleaſed in ſome meaſure to ſup- 
© port my Spirit under them, I till relieved 
© my ſelf by this, That my poor Endeavours 
© have found acceptance with the Churches of 
© Chriſt : But my Holy, Wiſe, and Gracious 
_ *Father , ſees it needful to try me in this 
© matteralſo; and what I have received from 
you (which it may be contains not your 
© ſenſe alone) hath printed deeper, and left 
$ a greater impreſſion upon my mind, than 
$ all the virulent Revilings, and falſe Accu- 
© fations I have met withal from my profeſ- 
©ſed Adverſariess 1 do acknowledg unto 


you, that I have a dry and barren _— 
| an 
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* and I do heartily beg your Prayers, that 
*the Holy One would, notwithſtanding all 
*my- ſinful Provocations, water me from a- 
© bove ; but that I ſhould now be apprehend- 
©ed to have given a Wound unto Holineſs in 
*the Churches, *:s one of the ſaddeſt Frowns 
* in the Cloudy Brows of Divine Providence. 

© The Dodrine of the Sabbath, I have aſ- 
©{erted, tho not as it ſhould be done, yet as 
©well as I could: The Obſervation of it in 
* Holy Daties unto the utmoſt of the tirength 
*for them, which God ſhould be pleaſed to 
* give us, I have pleaded for 3 the neceſlity 
*allo of a ſerious Preparation for it in ſundry 
© previous Duties,::F have declared. But now 
*to rneet with ſevere Expreſſions — it may 
©be*tis the Will of God, that vigour ſhould 
© hereby be given to my former Diſcourage- 
© ments, and that there isa Callin it, co fur- 
© ceaſe from theſe kinds of Labours. 

1 have tranſcribed the more of this Letter, . 
becauſe it not gnly diſcovers the concern 
which our Eliot had for the Sabbath of God, 
but alſo it may contribute unto the Worlds 
good Reception and Perufal of a Golden Book 
on that Subjet, written by one of the moſt 
Eminent Perſons which the Engiih Nation 
has been adorned with.

His Exemplary Mortification. 


Hus did ElJzot endeavour to live unto 
| God; but how much at the ſame time 
did he die unto all the World ? 
 ?*Twere impoſlible to finiſh the lively Pi- 
Gure of this Pious and Holy Elzot, without 
{ome touches upon that Mortification which 
a:-companied him all his days 3 for never 
did I ſee a Perſon more mortifh'd unto all the 
pleaſures of this Life, or more unwilling to 
moult the Wings of an Heaven-born Soul:, 
in the dirty Puddles of Carnal and Senſual 
Delights. We are all of us compounded of 
thoſe two things', the Man ; and the Beaſt ; 
but ſo powerful was the Man, in this Holy 
Perſon, that it kept the Beaſt ever ti'd with 
a ſhort Tedder, and ſuppreſſed the irregular 
Calcitrations of it. He became ſo nailed 
unto the Croſs of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt , 
that the Grandeurs of this World were unto 
him juſt what they would be to adying Man; 
and he maintained an almoſt unparallePd. 
1ndifferency towards all the Pomps which 
Mankind is tao generally flattered and en- 
chanted. with. 


The 
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The Luſi of the Fleſh he could not recon- 
cile himſelf to the leaft pampering or indul- 
ging of ;z but he perſecuted it with a conti- 
nual Antipathy ; being upon higher Prin- 
ciples than Txlly was acquainted withal , 
of his mind , Non eft dignus nomine nominis , 
qi unum diem torum velit fſe in iſto genere v0- 
luptatis. The Sleep that he allowed him- 
ſelf, cheated him not of his Morning-hours ; 
but he reckoned the Morning no leſs a Friend 
unto the Graces, than unto the Muſes. He 
would call upon Students, T pray look to it 
that you be Morning-Birds! And for many 
more than a ſcore of years before he died, 
he removed his Lodging into his Study, on 
purpoſe that being there alone, he might 
enjoy his early Mornings, without giving 
the diſturbance of the leaſt noiſe to any of 
his Friends, whoſe AﬀeCions to him elſe 
might have been ready to have called, Ma- 
fter , ſpare thy ſelf. The Meat upon which 
he lived, was a Cibus ſimplex, an homely, 
but an wholeſome Diet z rich Varieties , 
coftly Viands, and poinant Sawces, came not 
upon his own Table; and when he found 
them on other Mens, he rarely taſted of 
them. One Diſh, and a plain one, was his 
Dinner ; and when invited unto a Feaſi, I 
have ſeen him fit magnifying of God for 


the Plenty which his People in this Wild » 
neſs 
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neſs were within a few years ariſen to ; but 
not more than a bit or two of all the Dain- 
ties taken into his own Mouth all the while, 
And for a Supper, he had learned of his 
Loved and Bleſſed Patron, old Mr. Cotton , 
either wholly to omit it, or to make a ſmall 
ſap or two the utmoſi of it. The Drink 
which he ſtill uſed, was very ſmall; he cared 
not for Wines or Drams 3 and I believe he 
never once in all his Life knew what it was 
to feel ſo much as a noxious fume in his 
head from any of them 3 good. clear Water 
was more precious, as well as more uſual 
with him, than any of thoſe Liquors with 
which Men do ſo frequently ſpoil their own 
Healchs , while perhaps they drink thoke of 
other Men. Whea at a Strangers Houſe in 
the Summer time, he has been entertained 
with a Glaſs, which they told him was sf 
Water and Wine , he has with a complaiſant 
Gravity replied unto this purpofe, Wine, 
tis a noble, generous Liquor, and we ſhould be 
bumbly thank ful for it , but as 1 remember , 
Water was made before it ! So abſkemious was 
hez and he found, that Carere ſwavitaribus 
iftir , his Abſtinence had more ſweetneſs in 
it, than any of the ſweets which he abſtain» 
ed from; and ſo willing he was to have o- 
thers partake with him in that ſweetneſs, 


that when he has thought the — 
0 
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of a Miniſter has look'd ,, as if he had made 
much of himfſclf, he has gone to him with 
that Speech, Study Mzrtification , Brother ! 
Study Mirtification ! And he made all his Ad- . 
dreſſes with a becoming Majelty. 

The Luft of the Eye , was put out by him 
in ſuch a manner, that it was in a manner all 
one with him to be Rich or Poor. It could 
not be ſaid of him, That he ſought great things 
for himſelf, but what Eſtate he became owner 
of, was from the Bleſſing of God upon the 
Husbandry and Induſtry of fome in his Fa- 
mily, rather than from any endeavours of his 
own. Once when there fiood ſeveral Kin? of 
his own before his Door, his Wife to try him, 
_asked him, Whoſe they were ? And ſhe found 
that he knew nothing of them. He could 
not endure to plunge himſelf into Secular 
Defigns and Afﬀairs, but accounted Sacerdos 
in foro as worthy of Caſtigation, as Mercator 
in Temploz he thought that Miniſter and 
Market-man were not Uniſons; and that the 
Earth was no place for 4aron's Holy Mitre to 
be laid upon. It was the Uſage of moſt 
Towns in the Country, to have an Annual 
Rate for the maintenance of the Miniſtry, 
adjuſted commonly by the Select- men of the 
Towns ; which tho it raiſed not any exube- 
rant Salaries for the Miniſters, who alſo 
{cldom received all that the People had cor- 

tracted 
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tracted for; nevertheleſs in many places it 
prevented fore Temptations from befalling 
thoſe that were labouring in the Word and 
Dodrine ; who muſt elſe often have expe- 
rienced the Truth of Lather's Obſervation, 
Dariter profefto & miſere viverunt Evangelii Mi- \, 
niſtri, fi ex Libera populi contributione eſſent ſu- © 
ſftentandi, However, for his part, he pro- 
pounded that what Stipend he had, ſhould 
be raiſed by Contribution; and from the 
ſame Temper it was, that a few Years be- 
fore his Diffolution, being left without an 
Aſtitant in his Miniftry, he preſſed his Con- 
gregation to furniſh themſelves with another 
Paſtor z and in his Application to them, he 
told them, *Zzs poſſible you may think the bur- 
den of maintaining two Minifters may be 00 he 
for you 5 but I'll deliver you from that fear 7 ds 
bere give back, my Salary to the Lord Feſus Chrift 3 
and now, Brethren, you may fix that upon any man 
that God ſhall make a Paſtor for you. But his 
Church with an handſom reply, affured him, 
That they would count his very Preſence 
worth a Salary, when he ſhould be fo ſuper- 
annuated as to do no further Service for 
them. | 
And as for the Pride of Life, the Life of 
it was moſt Exemplarily extinguiſh'd in him. 
The Humility of his Heart made him Higher 
by the H:ad than the reſt of the People. His —_ 
| an 
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and Spirit were both ſuch as declared him to 
be among the Lowly, whom God has moſt 
Reſpect unto. His Apparel was without any 
Ocnament, except that of Humility, which 
the Apoſtle Elegantly compares to a Knot of 
comely Ribbons, in the Text where he bids 


us to be Cloathed with its any other flant-. 


ing Ribbons on thoſe that came in his way, 
he would ingeniouſly animadvert vpon ; and 
ſceing ſome Scholars once, he thought, a lit- 
tle too gaudy in their Cloaths, Humiliamint, 
Fuvenes , Humiliamini, was his immediate 
Complement unto them. Had you ſeen him 
with his Leathern Girdle (for ſuch a one he 
wore) about bis Loins, you would almoſt have 
thought what Herod fear'd, That John Bap- 
tit was come to Life again. In ſhort, he was 
in all regards , 4 Nezarze indeed; unlets in 
this one, that long Hair was always very 
loathſome to him ; he was an acute Ramiff g 
but yet he profeſſed himſelf a Lover of a 
Trichocomy. Doubtleſs, it may be lawful for 
us to accommodate the length of our Hair 
to the modeſt Cuſtoms which vary in the 
Churches of God: and it may be lawful for 
them that have not enough of their own Hair 
for their own Health, to ſapply themſelves 
according to the ſober Modes of the Places 
where they live. But the Apoſtle tells us, Na- 
ture teaches us , that if a Man bave long Hair, 
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"tis a ſhame to bm; where, by Natrre can be 
meant, no other than, The difference of Sex ; 


| as the word el{e-where is uſed. 


Thus Mr. Eliot thought, that for Men to 
wear their Hair with a luxurious, delicate, 
foeminine Prolixity ; or for them to-preſerve 
no plain DiſtinQion of their Sex, by the 
Hair of their Head and Face; and much 
more, for Men. thus to disfigure themſelves 
with Hair that is none of their own, and 
moſt of all, for Miniſters of the Goſpel to 
ruffle it in Exceſles of this kind, may prove 
more than we are well aware diſplealing to 
the Holy Spirit of God. I know not whe- 
ther that horrible Diftemper prevailing in 
ſome Emropean Countries, known by the 
Name of Plica Polonica, wherein the Hair of 
People matted into ugly and filthy Forms, 
like Snakes upon their Heads, which who- 
ſoever cut off, preſently fell Blind or Mad 
I ay, I know not whether this Diſeaſe-was 
more odious in it ſelf, than the- ſweeter, 
neater, but prolix Locks of many- People 
were to our Eliot. He was indeed one priſcis 
moribus as well as Antiqua fine ; and hemight 
be allowed ſomewhat even of ſeverity in this 
matter on that account. 

My Reader ſhall have a touclr or two, 
from a Manuſcript of his, which I have in 
my hands, againſt (as he calls it) The __ 
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and inſuperable Luſt of long Hair. He thus 
Argues. 

**Tis a Sin for a Man to do that whereof 
© he hath cauſe to be aſhamed. Prov. 14. 24. 
© Rom. 6, 2TI, | -4 
 <But-it is a ſhame for a Man to wear long 
Hair, I Cor. 11. 14. Therefore 'tis a Sin. 

© Obj. It was then ſo; but now *tis a Fa- 
© ſhion and Glory to do otherwiſe. 

* Anſ. Nature is the ſame now as then, 
* Unchangeable. It ſpeaks as loud now as it 
© did then; only our Ears are ſo covered with 
© Locks, that we cannot hear it. 

 ©Again, Long Hair on the Head, and no 
< Hair on the Face, is the Habit of a Woman, 
*I Cor, 11. 16, But it is a ſinful Abomination 
© for a Man to wear the Habit of a Woman. 
© Deut. 22.5. 

© Therefore *tis a ſinful Abomination for a 
*Man to wear long Hair on his Head , and 
©no Hair on his Face, 

With thefe, and many other ſuch Perſua- 
ſions did he endeavour to obviate the Luxury 
which he ſaw the Times degenerating apace 
into; and he added hereunto his own Ex- 
ample, as a continual and effe&ual Sermon 
againſt what he thought was to be condem- 
ned in the World. - 
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AR FIGLEF -10 
His Exquiſite Charity. , 


'E that will write of Eliot, muſt write 
L. of Charity, or ſay nothing. His Cha- 
rity was a Star of the firſt Magnitude in the 
bright Conſtellation of his Virtues and the 
Rays of it were wonderfully various and ex- 
tenlive. | 
His Liberality to pious Uſes, whether 
publick or private, went much beyond'the 
Proportions of his little Eſtate in the World. 
Many hundreds of Pounds did he freely be- 
{tow upon the Poor; ,and he would with a 
very forcible importunity preſs his Neigh- 
bours to joyn with him in ſuch Beneficences. 
"Twas a marvellous Alacrity with which he 
embraced all opportunities of Relieving any 
that were miſerable: And the good People 
of Roxbury doubtleſs cannot remember (but 
the Righteous God will ) how often, and 
with what Ardors, with what Arguments, 
he became a Beggar to them for Collections 
in their Aſſemblies, to ſupport ſuch needy 
Objecs as had fallen under his Obſerva- 
tion. The Poor counted him their Father, 
and repaired fill unto him, with a, filial 
Confidence in their: Neceſſities; and they 
were 
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were more than ſeven or eight , or indeed, 
than ſo many ſcores, who received their 
Portions of his Bounty. Like that Worthy 
and Famous: Exgliſh General, he could not 
perſuade himſelt, That be had any thing but 
what be gave away; but he drove a mjgh- 
ty Trade at ſuch Exerciſes at he thought 
would furniſh him with Bills of Exchange, 
which he hoped after many days to find the 
comfort of ; and yet after all, he would 
ſay, like one of the moſt Charitable Souls 


that ever lived in the World , That looking -|. 


' over bis Accounts, he could no where find the 


> : God of Heaven charged a Debtor there. He 


did not put off his Charity, to be put in 
his Laſt Will, as many who therein ſhew 
that their Charity is againſt their will; but 
he was his own Adminiſtrator ; he made 
his own Hands his Executors, and his own 
Eyes his Overſeers. It has been Remark'd, 
That Liberal men are often Long-liv'd 
men ; ſo do they after many days find the 
Bread with which they have been willing 
to keep other Men alive. The great Age 
of our Elit was but agreeable to this Re- 
mark'z and when his Age had unfitted 
him for almoſt all Employments, and be- 
reaved him of thoſe Gifts and Parts which 
once he had been Accompliſhed: with , be- 
ing asked ,* How be-did? He would fome- 


times 


If 
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my Underſtanding leaves me , my Memory fails 
me , my Utterance fails me; but I thank God 
my Charity holds ont ſtill, I find that r:ther 
grows than fails! And 1 make no queſtion, 


That at his Death, his happy Soul was re-- 


ceived and welcomed into the Everlatting 


Habications, by many ſcores got thither be- 


fore him , of ſuch as his Charity had been 
liberal unto, 

But beſides theſe more ſubltantial Expref- 
ſions of his Charity, he made the Odours 


of that Grace yet more fragrant unto all 


that were about him, by that Pitifulneſs, 
and that Pcacefulneſs, which rendred him 
yet further Amiable. If any of his Neigh- 
bourhood were in diſtreſs, he was like a Bro- 
ther born for their Adverſity , he would vilit 
them, and comfort them with a moſt Fra- 


ternal Sympathy ; yea, 'tis not eaſy to re= - 


count how many whole days of Prayer with 
Faſting he has got his Neighbours to keep 
with him, on the behalf of thoſe whoſe 
Calamitics he fcund himſelf touched with- 


al. It was an extreme ſatisfaction to him, 


that his Wife had attained unto a conli- 
derable $kill in Phyfick and Chyrurgery, 
which enabled her to diſpenſe many ſafe, 
good, and uſeful Medicines unto the Poor 
that had occaſion for them, and ſome hun- 


« 
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times anſwer , Alas, I bave loſt every thing 3, 


dreds | 
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dreds of Sick , and Weak , and Maimed 
People owed praiſes to God for the Benefit 


which therein they freely received of her. 


The good Gentleman, her Husband, would 
ſtill be caſting Oyl into the Flame of that 
Charity, wherein ſhe was of her own ac- 
cord abundantly forward thus to be doing 
of good unto all; and he would urge her to 
be ſerviceable unto the worſt Enemies that 
he had in the World. Never had any Man 
fewer Enemies than he! But once having 
. delivered ſomething in his Miniſtry which 
diſpleaſed one of his Hearers, the Man did 
paſſionately abuſe him for it, and this both 
with Specches and with Writings that re- 
viled him. Yet it happening not long af- 
ter, that this man gave himſelf a very 
dangerous Wound ; Mr. Elio: immediately 
ſends his Wife to cure him ; who did ac- 
cordingly. When the man was well, 
he came to thank herz but ſhe took no 
Rewards; and this good man made him 
ftay and eat with him, taking -no notice 
of all the Calumnies with which he had 
loaded him; but by this carriage he ſirange- 
ly mollified and conquered the Stomach of 
his Reviler. 

He was alſo a great Enemy to all Conten- 


tion, and would ring: a loud Courfer-Bell | 


wherever he ſaw the Fires of Animolity. 
When 
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e | When he heard any Miniſters complain , 
. | that ſuch and ſuch in their Flocks were too 
1 | difficule for them, the ſirain of his Anſwer 
e | ill was, Brother, Compaſs them! and Bro- 
ther, learn the meaning of thoſe three little words, 
Bear, Forbear, Forgive. Yea, his inclinati- 
ons for Peace; fx, 5007 , ſometimes almoit 
made him to facrifice Righe it ſelf. When +<,/ 
there was laid before an Aﬀembly of Mint- - + 
ſters, a bundle of Papers which contained 
certain Matters of Difference and Conten- 
tion between ſome People, which our El;ot 
thought ſhould rather unite, with an Am- 
neſty upon all their former Quarrels , he 
(with ſome imitation of what Conſtantine did 
upon the like occaſion ) haftily threw the 
Papers into the Fire before them all, and 
with a Zeal for Peace, as hot as that Fire, 
 faid immediately, Brethren , wonder not at 
| what 1 have done, I did it on my Knees this 
Morning before I came among you. Such an 
exceſs (if it were one) flow'd from his cha- 
ritable Inclinations, to be found among 
thoſe Peace-makers , which by following 
the Example of that Man who is our Peace, 
come to be called, The Children of God. Ve- 
| ry worthily might he be called an Trenexs , 
as being all for Peacez and the Commen- 
| dation which —_— gives unto the An- 
cient of that ame, did belong unto our 
C 2 
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Eliot z he was a moſt Bleſſed and a moſt Holy 
Man. He diſliked all forts of Bravery ; but 
yet with an ingenious Note upon the Greek 
word in Col. 3. 15. he propounded , That 
peaceimight brave it among us. In ſhort, where. 
ever he came, he was like another old 7obn, 
with ſolemn and earncft perſuafives to Love; 
and when he could ſay little elſe, he would 
give that Charge, My Children, love one ano- 
ther ! 

Finally, *twas his Charity which diſpo- 
ſed him to continual Apprecations for, and 
Benedictions on thoſe that he met withal ; 
he had an heart full of good Wiſhes, and a 
mouth full of kind Bleſlings for them. And 
he often made his Expreſſions very wittily, 
agreeable to the Circumſtances which he ſaw 
the Perſons in. Sometimes when he came 
into a Family , he would call for all the 
young People in it, that io he might very di- 
ſtincly lay his holy Hands upon every one 
of them, and beſpeak the Mercies of Heaven 
for them all. | 
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Some ſpecial Attainments , that were the Effeds 
of his Piety and Charity. 


UT what was the Effc& of this Exem- 
plary Piety and Charity in: our Elz2t? 

It will be no wonder,to my Reader, if I tell 
him, That this good man walked in the light 
if God's Countenance all tie day long. 1 believe 
he had a continual affurance of the Divine 
Love, marvelloufly Sealing, Strengthning, 
and Refreſhing of him, for many Luſtres of 
Years hefore he dy'd; and for this cauſe the 


fear of Death was cxtirpated out of his Hea- 


venly Soul, more than out of moſt men alive. 
Had our Bleſſed Jeſus at any time ſent his 
Waggons to fetch this old Jacob away, he 
would have gone without the leaſt ReluQan- 
cies. Labouring once under a Fever and 
Ague, a Vilitant asked him how he did? And 
he replied, Very well , but anon I expect a pa- 
roxyſm, Said the Vititant, Sir, fear not z but 
unto that he anſwered, Fear ! No, no, 1 been't- © 
afraid, 1 thank God, T been't afraid to dye ! Dy- 
ing would not have been any more to him, 
than Sleeping toa weary man, 

And another Excellency, which accom- 
panied this Courage and Comfort in him, 
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was, 4 wonderful reſignation to the Will of God 
in all Events, There were fore Aﬀidtions 
that ſometimes befel him, eſpecially when 
he followed fome of his hopeful and worthy 
Sons, two or three deftirable Preachers of the 
Goſpel, to their Graves. But he ſacrificed 
them, like another Abraham, with ſuch a 
facred indifferency, as made all the Speca- 
tors to ſay, This could not be done without the 
Fear of God, Yea, he bore all his Trials with 
an admirable patience z and ſeemed loth to 
have any will of his own, that ſhould not be 
wholly melted and moulded into the Wl of 
his Heavenly Father. Once being in a Boat 
at Sca, a larger Veſfſe] unhappily over-run, 
and over-fet that little one, which had no 
{ma}l concerns, becauſe Eliot's, in the bot- 
tom of it; immediately ſunk without any 
expedation of ever going to Heaven any 0- 
ther way z and when he imagined that he 
had but one breath more to draw in the 
World, it was this, The Well of the Lord be 
done! But it was the will of the Lord that he 
ſhould ſurvive the danger, for he was reſcu- 
ed by the help that was then at hand 3 and 
he that had long been like Myſes in every 
thing elſe, was now dramn out of the Waters : 
Which gives me opportunity to mention one 
Remarkable that had ſome relation hereun- 
to. This accident happened in the time of 

| | our 
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our Indian Wars, when ſome furious Engliſh 


People that clamoured for the Extirpation 


of the Praying Indians, which were in Sub- 
jection unto us, as well as the Pagan Indians 
that were in Hoſlility againſt us, vented a 
very wicked Rage at our holy Eliot, becauſe 
of his concernment for the Indians and one 
profane Monſter hearing how narrowly 
Mr. Eliot eſcap'd from drowning, wilh'd (as 
I am credibly informed) that this Man of 
God had' been drowned. But within a few 
days, that woful man by a firange aifaſter 
was drowned in that very place, where Mr. 
Eliot had received his Deliverance. - 
There was indeed a certain health of Sou 

which he arrived unto; and he kept in a 
bleſſed meaſure clear of thoſe Diſtempers 
which too often diſorder the moſt of men. 
But the God of Heaven favoured him with 
ſomething that was yet more extraordinary! 
By getting and keeping near to God, and by 
dwelling under the ſhadow of the Almigh- 
ty, he contracted a more exquitite {-nfe of 
mind, than what is uſual among other Pro- 
tcfſors of Chriliiznity 3 he ſometimes felt a 
lively touch of God upon his refined and 
exalted Spirit, which were not in any Paper 
of ours lawful or eaſy to be uttered ; and 
he was admitted anto a fingular Familiari- 
ty with the Hily One of Uracl, Henee *twas, < 
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that as Bodics of a rare and fine Conſtitution 
will fore-bode the changes of the Weather 
ſo the ſublimed Soul of our Elz2t often had 
itrange fore-bodings of things that were to 
come. I have been aſtoniſhed at ſome of 
his Predictions, that were both of a more 
perfonal, and of a more general Applicati- 
on , and were follow'd with ecxa&t Accom- 
pliſhments. If he ſaid of any Aﬀeair, I can- 
not bleſs it ! it was a worſe Omen to it than 
the moſt inauſpicious Preſages in the World ; 
but ſornetimes, after he hid been with God 
about a thing, he was able ſucceſsfully to 
toretcl, I have ſet a mark upon it, it will do well! 
7 (h31l never forget, That when England and 
Hilland were plunged into the unhappy 
War, which the more ſenſible Proteſtants 
every where had but ſorrowful Apprehenſi- 
ons. of, our Eliot being in the heigtit and 
heat of the War, privately asked, What News 
we might look for next ? Anſwered , unto the 
ſurprize of the Enquirer, Our next News will 
be, a Peace hetween the two Proteſtant Nations ; 


God knows, I pray for it every Day; aud I am + 


werily perſwaded-we ſhall hear of it ſpeedily ! and 
it came to paſs accordingly, 

It is to be ccnfefled, That the written 
Word of God is to be regarded as the per- 
fe& and only Rule of our Lives ; that in all 
Articles of Religion, if Men ſpeak not accord- 

ing 
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ing #0 this word, here is no light in them; and 
that it is no warrantable or convenient thing 
for Chriſtians to look for ſucty Inſpirations 
as directed the Prophets that were:the Pen- 
men of the Scriptures. Neverthel:ſs, there 
are ſome uncommon Inſtances of Commu- 
nion and Fruition, which in our days the 
Soveraign God here and there favours a 
good. Man withal z and they are very Hea- 
venly Perſons, Perſons well purif'd from 
the Facul:ncies of Senſuality, and Perſons 
better purged from the Leaven of Envy and 
Malice, and intollerable Pride, than uſually 
thoſe vain pretenders to Revelations , the 
©uakers are, that are made partakers of theſe 
Divine Dainties. Now ſuch a one was our 
Elizt, and for this, worthy to be bad in ever- 
laſting Remembrance. 

It would not be improper,under this File, 
to lodge the ſingular and ſurprizing Succeſ- 
ſes of his Prayers! for they were ſuch, that 
in our Diſtrefles we fill repair'd unto him; 


under that encouragement , He # a Prophet, 
and he ſhail pray for thee, and thou ſhalt live.. 


I (hall fingle out but one, from.the many\ 
that might be mentioned : There wasa gods" 
ly Gentleman of Charlſtown , one Mr. Foſter, 
who, with his Son, was taken Captive by 
Turkiſh Enemies: Much Prayer was made, 


both privately ; and publickly, by the good-

People 
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People here, for the Redemption of that 
Gentleman 3 but we were at laſt informed, 
that the Bloody Prince, in whoſe Domini- 
ons he was now a Slave, was reſolved that 
in his Life-time no Priſoner ſhould be relea(- 
ed; and fo the diſirefſed Friends of this 
Priſoner, now concluded , Our Hope is loft ! 
Well, upon this, Mr. Eliot in ſome of his 
next Prayers, before a very ſolemn Congre- 
gation, very broadly begg'd , Heavenly Fa- 
ther, work, for the Redemption of thy poor Servant 
Foſter; and if the Prince which detains him will 
ot, as they ſay, diſmiſs him as long as birkſelf 
lives, Lord, we pray tee to kill that crnel Prince ;, 
kill bim, and glorify thy ſelf upon bim.

nevertheleſs, the unſandtih'd Miniſter, -how 
gifted , how able (oever he may be, muſt 
have it ſtill ſaid unto him, Thi lackeſt one 
thing ! and that one thing our Eliot had. But 
the one thing was not all! as, indeed, it would 
not have been enough. God furniſhed him 
with a good meaſure of Learning too, which 
made nim capable to divide the Word aright. 
He was a moſt acute Grammarian; and un- 
derftood very well the Languages which 
God firſt wrote his Holy Bible in. He had 
a ſharp inſight into all the other Liberal 
Arts, and made little Syſtems of them for 
the uſe of certain Indians, whoſe exacter 
Education he was defirous of. But, above 
all, he had a moſt Eminent Skill in Theology 
and that which profane Scoffers reproach'd 
as the diſgrace of. the bleſſed A4lting , all of 
whole 
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whoſe Works always weigh down the pureſt 
Gold, was the honour of our Elzor, namely, 
to be Scriptnurarius Theologus, or, one mighty in 
the Word; which enabled him to convince 
Gainſayers,and on all occaſions to ſhow him- 
If 2 thorough Divine, and a Workman that 
needed not be aſhamed. 

In ſhost, he came like another Bazaleel, or 
Aholiah, unto the Service of the Tabernacle. 
And from one particularity in that part of 
his Learning which lay in the Afﬀairs of the 
Tabernacle. it was, that in a little Book of 
his, we have thoſe Lines, which for a cer- 
tain cauſe I now tranſcribe : Oh that the Lord 
x wonld put it (fays he) into the heart of ſome of 
"bis Religious aud Learned Servants, to take ſuch 
pains about the Hebrew Language, as to fit it 
for univerſal aſe! Conſidering , that above all 
Languages ſpoken by the Lip of Man, it i moſt 
capable to be enlarged, and futed to expreſs all 
Things, and Motions, and Notions, that our Hu- 
mane Intelle is capable of in this Mortal Life ; 
conſidering alſo.that tt is the Invention of God him= 
ſelf ; and what one is fitter to be the Univerſal 

wage , than that which it pleaſed our Lord 
Feſus to make uſe of, when be ſpake from Heaven 


unto Paul *

His Family- Government. 


"ns Apoſtle Pax), reciting and requiring 
| the Qualifications of a Goſpel Miniſter, 
gives order, That he be the Husband of one Wife, 
and one that ruleth well his own houſe, having his 
Children in ſubjeGion with all gravity. It ſeems 
that a man's carriage in his own Houſe is a 
part,or at leaſt a fign of his due Deportment 
in the Houſe of God; and then,I am ſure,our 
Eliot's was very Exemplary. That one Wife, 
which was given to him truly from the Lord, 
he loved, prized, cheriſhed, with a Kindneſs 
that notably repreſented the Compaſhon 
which he ( thereby) taught his Church to 
expe& from the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; and af- 
ter he had lived with her for more than half 
an hundred years, he followed her to the 
Grave, with Lamentations beyond thoſe 
which the Fews from the Figure of a Letter 
in the Text affirm, that Abraham deplored 
his aged Sar4b with ; her departure made a 
deeper Impreſſion upon him, than what a- 
ny common Afftliftion could. His whole 
Converſation with her had that ſweetneſs, 

and that gravity and modeſty beautifying of 
it, that eyery one called them Zachary and 
| Elizabah.

7 Elizabath. His Family was a little Bethel , 
\, for the Worſhip of God conſtantly and ex- 
' aAly maintained in it 3 and unto the daily 
Prayers of the Family , his manner was to 
prefix the reading of the Scripture 5 which 
being done, *twas alſo his manner to make 
his young, People to chuſe a certain paſſage 
in the Chapter, and give him ſome Obſer- 
vations of their own upon it. By this me- 
thod he did mightily ſharpen and improve, 
as well as try their Underſtandings, and en- 
deavour to make them wiſe wnto Salvation, 
He was likewiſe very ſiri in the Education 
of his Children, and more careful to mend_ 
any Error in their Hearts and Lives, than he 
could have been to cure a blemiſh in their 
Bodies. No Exorbitancies or Extravagan- 
cies could find a room under his Roof ; nor 
was his Houſe any other than a School of Pie- 
ty ; one might have there ſeen a perpetual 
mixture of a Spartan and a Chriſtian Diſci- 
pline. Whatever decay there might be upon 
Family- Religion among us, as for our Eliot , 
we knew him, that he would command his Chil- 
dren, and bis Houſhold after him, that they ſhould. 
keep the way of the Lord.

Hzs way of Preaching. 


Uch was he in his leſſer Family! and in his 
greater Family he manifeſied ſtill more 

of his regards to the Rule of a Goſpel-Mini- 
ſiry. To his Congregation,he was a Preacher 
that made it his care to give every one thetr Meat 
in due ſeaſon, It was Food and not Froth , 
which in his Publick Sermons he entertained 
the Souls of his People with;he did not larve 
them with empty and windy Speculations,or 
with ſuch things as Animum non dant, quia non 
babent. His way of Preaching was very plain, 
ſo that the very Lambs might wade into his 
Diſcourſes on thoſe Texts and Themes 
wherein Elephants might ſwim 3 and here- 
withalit was very powerful, his Delivery was 
always very graceful and grateful ; but when 
he was to uſc Reproofs and Warnings againſt 
any ein, his Voice would riſe jnto a warmth 
which had in it very much of Energy as well 
as Decency; he would brandiſh the Swords, 
and ſound the Trumpets of God againſt all 
Vice,with a moſt penetrating Livelineſs,;and 
make his Pulpit another Mount Sina, for the 
Aathes of Lightning therein diſplai'd againlt 
the breaches of the Law given upon tnat 
burning 
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burning Mountain. And, I obſerved, that there 
was uſually a ſpecial fervour in the Rebukes 
which he beſtow'd upon Carnality, a carnal 
Frame and Life in Profeſſors of Religion ; 
when he was to brand the Earthly-minded- 
nefs of Church- Members, and the Allowance 
and the Indulgence which they often gave un- 
to themſelves in ſenſual Delights, here he was 
a right Boanerges z he then ſpoke, as 'twas ſaid 
one of the Ancicnts did , ©zot verba tot Ful- 
mma, as many Thunderbolts 2s Words, 

- Ir was another property of his Preaching, 

*. that there was evermore much vr Ghrift in 
it ; and with Pawl he could fay, I determined 
#0 know nothing but Feſus Chriſt 5 having that 
Bleſſed Name in his Diſcourſes, with a fre- 
quency like that with which Paz} mentions it 
in his Epiſtles, As 'twas noted of Dr. Bodly, 
that whatever Subject he were upon in the 
Application, fill his Uſe of it would be to 
drive Men unto the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ; in like 
manner, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt was the Load- 
ſtone which gave a touch to all the Sermons 
of our Eliot; a glorious. precious, lovely Chriſt 
was the point of Heaven which they ſtill verg- 
ed unto: From this Inclination it was, that 
altho he printed ſeveral Engliſh Books before 
hedy'd, yet his Heart ſeemed not fo much in 
any of them, as in that ferious and ſavoury 
Book of his Intituled, The Harmony of the Go- 


Jpels, 
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ſpels, in the Holy Hiftory of Jeſus Chrift, From 
hence alſo *twas that be would give that Ad- 
vice to young Preachers, Pray let there be much 
of Chriſt ia your Miniſtry, and when he had 
heard a Sermon which had any ſpecial reliſh 
of a bleſſed Jeſus in it, he would ſay thereup- 
on, 0) bleſſed be God,that we have Chriſt ſo much, 

and fo well preached in poor New-England ! 
Moreover, he lik'd no Preaching but what 
had been well-ſtudied for; and he would vye- 
ry much commend a Sermon which he could 
perceive had required ſome good Thinking and 
Reading in the Author of it. I have been pre- 
fent when he has anto a Preacher then juſt 
come home from the Aﬀembly with him,thus 
exprefſed himſelf, Brother, there was Oyl requi- -. 
red for the Service of the Sanfluaryz but it muſt 
be beaten-Oyl ;, T praiſe God that I ſaw your Oyl 
fo well beatenn to day; the Lord help us always 
by good ſtudy to beat our Oyl, that there may be no 
knots in our Sermons left undiſſolved , and that 
there may a clear light be thereby given in the Houſe 
of God ! And yet he likewiſe look'd for ſome- 
thing ina Sermon befide and beyond the meer 
ſtudy of Man; he was for having the Spirit - 
of God breathing in it, and with itz and he 
was for ſpeaking thoſe things from thoſe Im- 
prefſions, and with thoſe Aﬀecions, which 
might compel the Hearer to ſay, The Spirit of 
God was here! I have heard him complain , 
It

His Cares abut the Children of his People. 


UT he remembred that he had Lambs 

in his Flock, and like another David he 
could not endure to ſee the Lion ſeize upon 
any of them, He always had a mighty concern 
upon his mind for little Children; *twas an 
affectionate ſiroke in one of the little Papers 
which he publiſhed for them , Szre Chriſt is 


* at willing to iſe bis Lambs; and I have cauſe 


to remember with what an hearty, fervent, 
zealous Application he addreſs'd himſelf, 
when in the Name of the Neighbour Paſtors 


and. Churches he gave me the right band of 


Fellowſhip at my Ordination, and ſaid, Brother, 


Art thona lover of the Lord Feſus Chriſt ? Then, 


T pray, Feed his Lambs. 

One thing whereof he was very defirous 
for poor Children, was the Covenanting of 
them; he was very folicitous that the Lambs 
might paſs under the Lord's Tything Rod, 
and be brought under the Bond of the Covenant. 
He very openly and earnefily maintained the 
Cauſe of Infant-Baptiſm, againſt a fort of

of Mr. John Eliot. 61 
Perſons riſen ſince the Reformation, (among 
which indeed there are many Godly Men, 
that were dear to the Soul of our Elior) who 
forget that in the Goſpel Charch+State, as 
well as in the Fewiſh, the Promiſe is to Belie- 
vers and their Children; and are unwilling to 
reckon Children among the Diſciples of Je- 
ſus Chriſt, or to grant, That of ſuch is the 
Kingdom of Heaven: or to know , That the 
molt undoubted Records of Antiquity affirm 
Infant-Baptiſm to have been an uſage in all the 
Primitive Churches : That even before the 
carly days of Nazianzen, Chryſoftom, Baſel, A- 
thanaſius , Epiphanius in the Greek, and Am- 
broſe, Ferom, Auſtin in the Latin Church, all 
of which give glorious Teti.monies for Infant- 
Baptiſm z even Cyprian, before theſe, aſſures 
us, that-in his days there was no doubt of it; 
and Origen before him could ſay, *Twas from 
the Apoſtles that the Church tock up the Baptiſm 
of Infants ;, and Clemens Romanus before him 
could fay , That Children ſhould be Recipiems 
of the Diſcipline of Chriſt ;, belides what plain 
evidence we have in Ireneus and Juftin Mar- 
tyr;and that the very Arguments with which 
ſome of the Ancients did ſuperſtitiouſly ad- 
viſe the delay of Baptiſm, do at the ſame time 
confeſs the Divine Right of Infants in it. Our 
Elias could by no means look upon the Infants 


of Godly Men as unholy, and Unbelievers F 
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and unfit Subjecs to have upon them a Mark 
of Dedication to the Lord, 

Wherefore, when there was brought a- 
mong us a Book of pious Mr. Norcot's, where- 
by ſome became Diſpoſed to, or Confirmed 
in a prejudice againft Pedo-Boptiſm, it was 
not long before Mr. Eliot publiſhed a little 
Anſwer thereaunto ; the firſt Lines whereof 
preſently diſcover what a Temper he writ it 
with ; ſays he, The Book ſpeaks with the Voice 
of the Lamb, and 1 think the Amor is a Godly, 
tho Erring Brother z, but he afts the cauſe of a 
roaring Lion , who by all crafty ways ſecketh to 
devorr the poor Lambs of the Flock of Chrift, 
And.ſo he goes on to plead the Cauſe of them 
that cannot ſpeak for themfelves. No man 


*..coultd cntertain a Perſon of a different per- 


ſwaſion from himſelf, with more {weetneſs 
and kindneſs than he, when he faw Aliquid 
Chrift:,ar the Fear of God prevailing in them 
he could uphold a moſt intimate Correſpon- 
dence with ſuch a man as Mr. Feſſey, as long 
as he lived ; and yet he knew how tobe an 
Hammer upon'their unhappy Errors. 

But having once Baptized the' Children of 
his Covenanting Neighbours, he did not as 


'too many 'Minitters do , think that he had 


now done with them. No, another thing 
wherein -he was very laboriousfor poor Chil- 
dren was y the Catcchiling -of my 

kept

kept up the great Ordinance of Catechifing, 
both publickly and privately, and ſpent in 
it a world of time. About the end of the 
Second Century, before there had in the leaſt 
begun to ſtart up new Officers in the Church 
of God, we tind that there were Perſons cal- 
led unto the Office of Pwblick, Teaching, who 
were not Paſtors,not Rulers, nor called unto 
the Adminiſtration of other Ordinances ; 
thoſe in the Church of 4lexandria, were of a 
ſpecial Remark and Renown for their Abili- 
ties this way and their Employment was to 
Explain and-to Defend the Principles of the 
Chriſtian Religion , unto all with whom 
they could be concerned. Here was the Ca- 
techift, with reference unto whom the Apo- 
file fays, Let the Catechiſed communicate unto 
bim in ali geod things. Now, tho ſome think, 
a Teacher, purely as ſuch, hath no Right 
unto further Church. Adminiſtrations, any 
more than the Rabbies and Doctors among 
the Jews, had to offer Sacrificesr in the Temple 3 
yet he who is called to be a Teacher, may at 
the ſame time alſo be called to be an Elter ; 
and being now e Teaching Elder, he be- 
comes intereſted in-the whole Government 
of the-Church, hethas the power of all'Sa- 
cred. Adminiſtrations. *Tis the latter and 
more compleat and perfet Character, which 
the Churches of New-England have til ac-- 
-  knowledged 


, — 
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knowledged in their Teachers ; and ſuch a 
Teaching-Elder did our Eliot remember 
himſelf to be. He thought himſelf under a 
particular Obligation to be that Officer, 
which the Apoſile calls in 1 Cor. 4. 15. An 
Inſtructor of the young ; nor was he aſhamed, 
any more than ſome of the worthieſt Men 
among the Ancients were, to be called, A 
Catechiſt, He would obſerve upon Fobn 21. 
15. That, the care of the Lambs is one third part 
of the charge over the Church of God, It would 
be incredible, if I ſhould relate what pains 


he took to keep up the bleſſed Eccno's of 


Truth between himſelf, and the young Peo- 
ple of his Congregation; and what pru- 
dence he uſed, in ſuiting of his Catechiſms 
to the age and firength of his little Cate- 
chumens. But one thing I muſt obſerve, 
which is, that altho there may be, (as one 
has computed) no: leſs than tive hundred 
Catechiſms extant; yet Mr, Eliot gave him- 
ſelf the Travel of adding to their number,by 
compoling of ſome furtherCatechiſms,which 
were more particularly defigned as an An- 
tidote for his own People, againſt the Con- 
tagion of ſuch Errors as might threaten any 
-peculiar danger to them. And the effect and 
ſucceſs of this Catechiting, bore proportion 
to the _indefatigable Indultry with which he 
proſecuted it ; it is a well-principled ow 

| that 
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that he has left behind him. As when certain 
Jeſuits were ſent among the alderſes to cor- 
rupt their Children,they returned with much 
Diſappointment and Confuſion, becauſe the 
Children of ſeven years oid, were well-prin- 
cipled enough to encounter the moſt Learned 
of them all; ſo,if any Seducers were let looſe 
to wolve it among the good People of Rox- 
bary, 1 am confident, they would find as lit- 
tle Prey in that well-inſtruced Place,asin any 
part of all the Country z no Civil Penalties 
would fignify ſo much to fave any People 
from the Snares of buſy Hereticks , as the 
unweared Catechizing of one Eliot has done 
to preſerve his People from the gangreen of 
ill Opinions. 

There is a third Inftance of his Regards to 
the welfare of the poor Children under his 
charge; and that is, his perpetual Reſolution 
and Activity to ſupport a good School in the 
Town that belong'd unto him. A Grammar» 
School he would always have upon the place 
whatever it coſt him; and he importun'd; all 
other Places to have the like. I can't forget 
theArdour with which I once heard him pray: 
in a Synod of theſe Churches, which met at 
Boſton, to conſider, How the miſcarriages which 
were among us might be prevented z I ſay, with, 
what fervor he uttered an Expreſſion to; this; 
purpoſe z Lord, for Schools every where among 

| D us ! 
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us ! That our Schools may flouriſh ! That every 
' Member of this Aſſembly, may go home and procure 
a good School to be encouraged in the Town where 
be lives ! that before we dye, we may be ſo happy 
as to ſee a good School encouraged in every Planta- 
tion of the Country. God fo bleffed his endea- 
vours, that Roxbury could not live quietly 
without a Free-School in the Town ; and the 
ifTue of it has been one thing, which has made 
me almoſt put the Title of Scholz Illuſtris up- 
that little Nurſery z that is, That Roxbury 
has afforded more Scholars, firſt for the Col- 
lege, and then for the Publick, than any 
Town of its bigneſs ; or, if I miſtake not, 
of twice its bigneſs in all New England. From 
the Spring of the School at Roxbury, there 
have run a large number of the Streams, 
which have made glad this whole City of God. 1 
perſuade my felf, that the good People of 
Roxbury will for ever (corn to begrutch the 
Coſt, or to permit the Death of a School 
which God has made ſuch an Honour to 
them; and this the rather, becauſe their de- 
ceaſed Eliot has left them a fair part of his 
own Eſtate for the maintaining of the School 
in Roxbury; and I hope, or at leatt, 1 wiſh, 
that the Miniſters of New- England may be as 
ungainſayably importunatewith their People, 
as Mr. Eliot was with his, for Schools, which 
 amay ſeaſonably tinge the young Souls of the 
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Riſing Generation. A want of Education for 
them, is the blackeſt and ſaddeſt of all the 
y | bad Oimens that are upon us. 
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; His Church- Diſcipline. 


T yet more Endears unto us the Memory 
7 | 4 of our Eliet, that he was not only an E- 
, | vangelical Miniſter, but alſo a true New-En- 
| | 1; one; he was a Proteſtant, and a Puritan, 
| and one very full of chat Spirit which a&ed 
, | the firſt Planters of this Country, in their 
| peaceable Secethion from the unwarrantable' 
things elſewhere impos'd upon their Conſci- 
ences. The Judgment and Practice of one 
that readily underwent all the miſery attend- 
ing the Infancy of this Plantation, for the 
lake of a true Church: order, is a thing which 
we young People ſhould count worthy to be 
enquired after; and fince we ſaw him fo well 
behaving himſelf in the Howſe of God, it can- 
not but be worth while to know what he 
thought about the Frame, and Form, and - 
Conſiitution of that blefſed Houſe, 

It was his as well as his Maſter, the great 
Ramw's Principle , That in the Reformation of 
"3 D 2 Cburches 
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Churches 40 be now endeavoured , things ought to 
be reduced untothe Order wherein we find them at 
their Primitive, .Oraginal, Apoſtolical Inſtitution. 
And in purſuance of this Principle, he juſt- 
ly eſpouſed that way of Church Government 
which we call the Congregational ; he was ful- 
ly perſwaded , that the 'Church-State which 
our Lord Chriſt hath inſtituted in the New 


Ki Teſtament ,, is, In a Congregation or Society of 


 Profeſſed Believers, Agreeing and Aſſembling to- 
gether, \among themſelves, with Officers of Divine 
Appointment, for the Celebration of Evangelical 
Qrdinanoes , and their own mutu2l Edification : 
For heraw it muſt be a-cruel hardſhip uſed 
the Scriptures, to make them fo much 
as. Liſp the leaſt intimation of any other 
Ghareh- State preſcribed unto us; and he could 
afſert, That 'no Approved Writers, for the ſpace 
of two hundred years after Chriſt, make any men- 
tion of any other Original , Viſible , Profeſſing 
Gyureb , but that ofrty which is Congregational. 
He look'd apon the Congregational way as a 
Largeſs of Divine Bounty beſtow'd by the 
Lord Jeſus on his People, that follow'd him 
intothis Wildernefs, with a peculiar zeal for 
 Commuanion with him, in his pure Worſhip 
here. He perceived in it a ſweet ſort of Tem- 
perament, between Rigid Presbyterianiſm, and 
Levelling Browniſm: So that on the one ſide, 
the Liberties of the abs are not opprefled 


and 
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and overlaid ; on the other fide, the Autho- 
rity of the Elders is not rendred inlignificant, 
but a due B-llznce is herein kept upon them 
both 3 and hence he cloſed with our platform 
of Charch- Diſcipline, as being the neareſt of 
what he had yet ſcen., to the Pattern in the 
Mom. | 

He could not comprehend, that this Charch 
State can arile from any other Formal cauſe, 
but the Conſent, Concurrence, Confederati= 
on of thoſe concerned in it; he looked upon a 
Relation unto a Church, as nota Natural, or 
a Violent, but a Voluntary thing, and fo that 
iis to be entred no otherwiſe,than by an Ho» 
ly Covenant, or, as the Scripture ſpeaks, by 
giving our ſelves. firſt unto the Lord, and then one 
420. another. He could not think that Baptiſas 
alone was to be accounted: the:Cauſe, butra- 
ther the Effe& of Church- Memberſhip; inaf- 
much as upon the Diſſolution of the Church 
to which a man belongs, his Baptiſm would 
not become a Nullity : nor that meer Prom 
feffion would render men Members.of: this os 
that-Church ; for then it would be.impoiſible 
tocut off a corrupt Member from: that Body 
Politick.: Nor:that meer Cohbabitation would 
make. Chusch- Members ; for then the-vileſt 
Infidels would be actually incorporated. with 
us. And a Covenant, was all that he now 
faw remaining in the laventory.

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But for the Subjects to be admitted by 


/ *.. Churches unto all the Priviled ges of this Fel- 


lowſhip with them, he thought they ought 
to be ſuch as a trying Charity, or a charitable 
Tryal,ſhould pronounce Regenerate. He found 
the firſt Chxrcbes of the Goſpel mentioned in 
the Scripture, to be Churches of Saints ; and 
that the Apoſiles writing to them , fill ac- 
knowledged them to be Holy Brethren, and 
ſuch as were made meet for to be partakers of 
#be Inheritance of the Saints in Light 3 and that 
a main end of Church-Fellowſhip, is to re- 
preſent unto the World , the Qualifications 
of thoſe that ſhall 2ſcend into the Hill of the 
Lord, and Stand in bis Holy Place for ever, He 
would therefore have, Bona Mens, and Pu- 
ram Pens, and Vita Innocens, required, as 
LafGanmius tell us, they were in his Days, of 
all Communicants at the Table of the Lord; 
and with Holy Chryſoftom, he would ſooner 
have given his Heart-blood, than the Cz of 
tbe Lord, unto ſuch as had not the hopeful 
Marks of our Lord*s Diſciples on them. The 
Churches of New- England ftill retain a Cu- 
ſom which the great 7zftin Martryin the Se- 
cond Century atlures-us to have been in the 
Primitive Churches : of his' Time namely, 
To examine thoſe-they receive , not only about their 
Perſwafion , but alſo-whether they have attained 
unto a work, of Grace upon their Souls. In the 
2h proſecution 
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proſecution hereof, beſides the Enquiries of 
the Elders into the Knowledge, and Belief, 
and Converſation of them that offer them- 
ſclves,untoCharch fellowſhip,it is expreqed, 
tho 1 hope not with any ſeverity of impoliti- 
on,that in the Addreſſes which they make to 
the Churches,they give ſome Written, if not 
Oral Account, of what impreſſions the Rege- 
nerating Word of God has had upon their 
Souls. This was a Cuſtom which this Holy 
man had a marvellous cfteem and valuc for; 
and I] have taken from his Mouth ſuch as 
theſe Expreſſions very publickly delivered 
thereabouts. \ 

© It is matter (faid he) of great Thankful- * 
neſs, that we have Chriſt confeſſed in our 
* Churches,by ſuch as we receive to full com- 
* munion there. They open the Works of 
Chriſt in their Hearts, and the Relation 
* thereof is an cminent Confeſſion of our Lord; 
* experienced Saints can gather more than a 
© little from it, It is indeed an Ordinance 
*of wonderful benefit; the Lord planted 
* many Vineyards in the firſt Settlement of 
© this Country, and there were many Noble 
* Vines in themzit was their Heavenly- mind- 
©edneſs which difpos'd them to this Exer- 
© ciſezand by the upholding of it,the Churhes

© The Devil knows what he does, when 
'Ne thruſts ſo hard to get this Cuſtom 
*4324 of our Churches. For my part, 1 
* would. fay: in this caſe, Get thee behind me 
© Satan ; thou. gizeſt au barrible Offence unto 
* the Lord Feſus Chriſt, Let us keep up this 
© Ordinance with all Gentleneſs ; and where 
© we (ee the leaſt ſpark of Grace held forth, 
©|<t us prize it move than all the Wit in the 
* World. 

There were eſpegially two things, which 
he was loth to ſee, and yet fear'd he ſaw, fal- 
_ ling in the Churches of New- England, One 
was, a thorough Eftabliſhment of Ruling- 
Eiders in our Churches; which he thought 
ſufficiently warranted by the Apoliles men- 
tion of Elders that Rule well, who yet Labour

not-in Word and Dofrine. Fe was very deſi- 
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rous to have Prudent and Gracious men fre 


{ over our Churches, for the Affiſiance of their 


Paſtors, in the Charch-aRts that concern the 
Admiffion and Exclution of Members , and 
the Inſpection of the Converſation led by the 
Communicants, and the Infirucion of their 
ſeveral Families, and the Viſitation of the 
AfMided in the Flock over which they ſhould 
prefide. Such Helps in Government had he 
himſelf been bleſſed withal; the laſt of which 
was the well-deſerving Elder Bowles z and + 
of him, did this Good man, in a Speech to- 
a Synod of all the Churches in this Colony, 


take occafion to ſay, There is my Brother I 
' Bowles, the Godly Elder of our Church at Rox- 


bury, God helps bim 10 do great things among us ! 
Had all our Paſtors been ſo well accommo=- 
dated, it is poſſible there would be more ens 
couragement given to ſuch an Office as that 
of Ruling Elders. 

| But the mention of a Synod brings to mind 
another thing , which he. was concerned, 
that we might never want; and that is, a 


. frequent Repetition of needful Synods in 


our Churches. For tho he had a deep, 
and a due care to preſerve the Rights of 
Particular Churches z yet he thou; ght all the 


. Churches of the Lord Jeſus by their Union 


in what they profeſs, in what tliey intend,and 
in what they enjoy, ſo compacted into one 
D Body 
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Body Myſtical, as that all the ſeveral parti- 
cular Churches every where ſhould a& with 
a regard unto the good of the whole, and 
and unto the common Advice and Counſel 
of the Neighbourhood ; which cannot be 
donealways by Letters Miſſive, like thoſe that 


paſſed between Corinth and R ome in the early | 


days of Chriſtianity 5 but it requires a Con- 
vention of the Churches in Synads, by their 
Delegates and Meſſengers. He did not count 
Churches to be ſo Independent, as that they 
can always diſcharge their whole Duty, and 
yer not a& in a conjun&Gion with Neighbour- 
Churches ; nor would he be of any Church 
that will not acknowledge it felf accounta- 
ble to rightly compoſed Synods, which may 
have occaſion to enquire into the circum- 
ances of it 3 he ſaw the main Intereſt and 
Buſineſs of Churches might quickly come 
to be ueterly loſt, if Synods were not often 
called for the Repairing of Inconveniences 
and he was much in contriving for the re- 


gular and repeated meeting of ſuch Aﬀem- 
blies. 


' He wiſh'd for Councels to ſuppreſs all 


damnable Hereſfics or pernicious Qpinions, 
that might ever ariſe among us ; for Coun- 
cels to extinguiſh all dangerous Diviſions, 
and fcandalous Contentions, which might 
ever begin to flame in our Borders ; for 

'E | Coun- 
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Councels to rectify all Male- Adminiſtrations: 
in the midſi of us, or to recover any parti- 
cular Churches out of any Diſorders which 
they may be plung'd into: For Councels to 
enquire into the Love, the Peace, the Holi- 


\ neſs maintain'd by the ſeveral Churches, 


In. fine, for Councels to ſend forth fit La- 
bourers into thoſe parts of our Lord's Har- 
veſt, which are without the Goſpel of God. 
He beheld an Apoſtolical Precept Ld Pattern: 
for ſuch Councels ; and when ſuch Councels 
convened in the Name of the Lord Jeſus: 
Chriſt, by the conſent of ſeveral Churches 
concerned in mutual Communion, have de- 
clared, explained, recommended: the Mind 
of God from his Word unto us, he reckon=- 
ed a Truth ſo delivered, challenged an Ob- 
ſervation from the particular Churches, with: 
a very great Authority. 

He therefore printed an Ingenious little 
Book wearing this Title , The Divine Ma=- 
nagement of Goſpel- Churches by the Ordinance 
of Councels, conſtituted in order according to the 
Scriptures , which may be a means of uniting 
t hoſe two holy. and eminent Parties, the Presby-- 
terians and the Congregational. It is a re- 
markable Conceſſion made by the incompa- 
rable Jariew, who is not reckoned: a Congre-- 
gational man, in his Traite de Unite de I'E= P 
gliſe, That: the: Apoſtolical Chvebes lived not: im: 


anyy 
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any Confederation for mutual Dependance. The 
grand Equipage of Metropolitans, of Primates, 
off Exarchs, of Patriarchs, was yet unknows ; 
nor does it any more appear to us, that the Churches 
tben bad their Provincial, National, and Oecn- 
menical Synods 3, every Church was its oron Mi-. 
fireſs, and independent on any other. But on the 
other fide, our Eliot, who was no Presbyte- 
ran, conceived Synods to be the Inſtitutions 
of our Tord Jeſus Chriſt , the Apoſtolical 
Churches theraſelves acknowledging a ftamp 
of Divine Right upon them. | 

Such as theſe were the {entiments of our 
Eliot 3 and his deſerved Reputation in the 
Churches: of New- England, is that which: 
has cauſed me to foreſee fome Advantage 
and Benefit ariſing unto the concerns of the 
Goſpel; by ſo large a recitation as I have 
now made thereof. 

The Reader has now ſeen an able Mini- 
fer of. the Nemw-Teftament. 
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Or, Eliot as a» Evangeliſt. 


HE Titles of a Chriſtian and of a Mz- 
aifter have rendred our Eli confidera- 
ble ; butthere is one memorable Title more. 
by which he has been fignalized untg us. 
An honourable Perſon did once in Print put 
the Name of an Evangelit upon him ; where- 
upon in a Letter of his to that Perſon, af- 
_ fterwards printed, his Expreffions were, + : 
There is a Redundency wbere you put the Title of 
Evangeliſt xpon me ; 1 beſeech you to ſuppreſs all 
ſuch things 5, let us do, and ſpeak, and carry all 
things with Elenulity 5, @ is the Lord who batb 
done what is done ; and it is moft becoming the 
Spirit of Fefus Chriſt, to lift up bim, and lay our 
ſelves low ;, 1 wiſh that word could be oblitera- 
ted. My Reader ſees what a Caution Mr. E- 
Tiot long fince entred againſt our giving him 
the Title of an Evangelift ; but his Death 
| has now made it fafe, as his Life had long 
made it juſt, for us to acknowledge him 
with ſuch a Title. 1 know not whether that 
of. an Evangelift, or one ſeparated for the 
Employment. of Preaching the cn = 
| ach 
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ſuch places where no Churches have hither- 
to been gathered , be not an Office that 
ſhould be continued in our days; but this I 
know, that our Eli very notably did the 
Service and Buſineſs cf ſuch an Officer. 
The Natives of the GCountrey now poſ- 
ſcſſed by the New- Englanders, had been for- 
lorn and wretched Heathen cver fince their 
rſt herding here ; and tho we know not 


when or how thoſe Idians firſt became Inha- 
bitants of this mighty Continent, yet we 
may guels, that probably the Devil decoy'd 


thoſe miſerable Salvages hither, in hopes 
that the Goſpel of the Lord Feſus would: 
never come ere to defirey or diſturb his 


Abſolute Empire over them. But our Eliot 
was in {uch i}l terms with the Devil, as to- 


alarm him with founding the Silver Trum- 
pets of Heaven in his Territories, and make 
ſome noble and zealous attempts towards 
outing him of his ancient Poſſeflions here. 


Juſt before the firſt arrival of the Engliſh in- 


theſe Parts, a prodigious Mortality had 
{wept away vaſt Numbers of the poor Ir- 
dians ; and thoſe Pagans who being told by 
a Shipwreck 'd. French-man, which dy'd in 


their hands, That God would ſhortly extirpate- 


them, and intreduce a more civil and wortby Peo- 


ple into their place s' blaſphemouſly reply'd,. 


That God could nat kill them 3 were quickly. 
i kill: 
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killd with ſuch a raging and waſting Peſtt- 
> lence, as left the very Farth covered with 
their Carkafſes. Nevertheleſs, there were, 
I think, twenty ſcverat Nations ( if | may 
call them fo ) of. Indians upon that ſpot of 
Ground, whigh fell under the Influence of 
our Three United Colonies 53 and our Elit 
was willing to reſcue as many of themas he 
cculd, from that old uſurping Landlord of 
Mawics, who is by the wrath of God, the 
Prince of this world. 

I cannot find that any, beſides the Holy 
Spirit cf God, firſt moved him to the bleſ- 
{ed Work of Evangelizing theſe periſhing 
Indians; *twas that Holy Spirit which laid 
beforg, his mind the Tea of that which is 
no the Scal of the Maſſachuſet- - Colony 3 
A poor Indian, having a Label geing from his 
Mzuih, ms. COME OVER AND 
HELP US. It was the Spirit of our Lord 
Teſus Chriſt, which enkindlcd in him a Pi- 
ty for the dark, dying, damning Souls of 
theſe Natives, whom the God of this world 
had blinded, through all the by-paſt Ages. 
He was none of thoſe that make the ſalvati- 
on of the Heathen an Article of their Creed 3 
but ( ſetting afide the unrevealed and ex- 
traordinary ſteps which the Hly One of 1/- 
rael may take out of his uſual Paths) he 
thought men to be loſt, if our Quſps) hs 

id- 
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hidden from them ; and he was of the ſame 


Opinion with one of the Ancients, who 


ſaid, Some have endeavoured to prove Plato a Chri- 
ſtian, till they prove themſelves little better than 
Heathen. It is indeed a Principle in the Tark- 
ith Alcoran, That let a man's Religion be what 
#t will, be ſhall be {aved,' "if be conſcientiouſly live 
rep to the Rules of it : But our Eliot was no 
Mahometan, he could moſt heartily (ſubſcribe 


Z to that paſſage in the Articles of the Church 


of England, * They are to be held accurſed, 
* who preſume to fay, that every man (ſhall 
© be faved by the Law or Se& which he pro- 
* fefſeth, ſo that he be diligent to frame 
© his Life according to that Law and Light 
*of Naturey for ' Holy Scripture dqgh ſet 
< ont unto us, only the Name of us 
© Chriſt, whereby men muſt be faved. And 
it alftoniſhed him to fee many diſſembling 
Subſcribers of thoſe Articles , while they 
have grown up to ſuch a Frevzy, as to de- 
ny peremptorily all Church-fiate , and all 
Salvation to all that are not under Dzoceſan 
' Biſhops; yet at the (ame time to —_ that 
* the Heathen might be ſaved without the 
Knowledge of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. No, 
It very powerfully moved his holy Bowels, 
to hear the Thunderclaps of that Impreca- 
tion over the Heads of our naked Indians, 
Pour ont thy Fury upon the Heathen that _ 

#yee 
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thee not ; and thought he, What ſhall I do to 
reſcue theſe Heathen from that all- devouring 


Fury ? 
But when this Charitable pity had once 


| begun to flame, there was a concurrence 


of many things to caſt Oyl into it. All 
the good men inthe Country were glad of 
his engagement in ſuch an undertaking 3 
the Miniiters eſpecially encouraged him , 
and thoſe in the Neighbourhood kindly ſup- 
ply'd his place, and perform'd his work, . 
in part, for him at Roxbury, while he was | 
abroad labouripng among them that were 


without. Hereunto he was further awakened 


by thoſe Expreſſions in the Royal Charter, 


| in the aſſurance and proteGion whereof 


this Wilderneſs was fizſt peopled, namely, Fs 
win and incite the Natives of that Country to #bs 
knowledge and obedience of the only true God 
and Saviour of Mankind, and the Chriſtian 
Faith, in our Royal Intention ; and the 4dven- 
turers free profeſſion is the principal end of the 
Plantation. And the remarkable Zeal of the 
Romiſh Miſſionaries compaſſing Sea and Land 
that they might make Proſelytes, made his de- 
vout Soul think of it with a further dif- 
dain, that we ſhould come any whit be- 
hind in our care to Evangelize the Indians, 
whom we dwelt among. Lafily, When 


he had well begun this Evangelical — 
0 
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the good God, in an anſwer to his Prayers, 
mercifully ſtirred up a liberal Contribution 
among the godly people in England for the 
promoting of itz by means whereof, a 
conſiderable Eftate and Income was at 
length. entruſted in the hands of an ho- 
nourable Corporation, by whom *tis to this 
day very carcfully employed in the Chr ſtian 
Service, which it was deſigned for. And 
then, in ſhort, inaſmuch as our Lord 
Jeſus had beſtowed on us, our Elio was 
gratefully and* generouſly defirous to obtain 
for him, The Heathen for an Inheritance, and 
the utmoſt parts of the earth for a poſſeſſion. 

The Exemplary Charity of this excel- 
lent perfon in this important Aﬀair, will 
not be. ſeen in its due lufire, unleſs we 
make ſome RefleRions upon ſeveral Cir- 
cumſtances which he beheld theſe forlorn 
Indians in, Know then, that theſe dolctul 
Creatures are the veriefi Rzines of Mankind, 
which are to be found any where upon the 
face of the Earth, No ſuch Ettates are 
to be expected among them, as have been 
the Baits which the pretended Converters in 
other Countries have ſnapped at. One 
might fee among them, what an hard Ma- 
{ter the Devil is to the moſt devoted of his 
Vaſlals ! Theſe abject Creatures live in a 
Country full of Mines ; we have alrcady 
| made 
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made cntrance upon our Iron ; and in the 
very ſurface of the ground among, us there 
1s Copper encugh to ſupply all this 
World 3; belides other Mines hereafcer to 
be exfoſed ; but our ſhiftlels Indians were 
never Owners of fo much as a Knife, 111 
we came among them 3 their name for an 
Engliiſh-man, was a Knif:-man , Stone was 
inſtead of Metal for their Tools ; and for 
their Coins, they have only little Beads 
with Holes in them to firing them upon a 
Bracelet, whereof fome are white ; and of 
theſe there go fix for a penny z ſome are 
black or blew; and of theſe, go three for 
a penny ; this Fampam, as they. call it, is 
made of the Shell-fiſh, which lies upon th 

Sea-coaſt continually. | 5 
- "They live in a Country, where we now. 
have all the conveniences of humane life : 
bur as for them, their Houſing is nothing 
but a few Marts ty'd about Poles faſtened in 
the Earth, where a good Fire is their Bed- 
clothes in the coldeſt Seaſons ; their Cloath-' 
ing 1s but a skin of a Beaſt, covering their 
Hind-parts, their Fore-parts having but a 
little Apron where nature calls for ſecrecy 3 
their Diet has not a greater dainty than their 
Nekebick, that is, a ſpoonful of their parch'd 
meal , with a ſpoonful of water, which 
will firengthen hem to travel a day toge- 
| ther 3 
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ther ; except we ſhould mention the Fleſh 


of Deers, Bears, Mooſe, Rackoons, and 
the like ; which they have when they can 


catch them ; as alſo a little Fiſh, which if 


they would preſerve, 'twas by drying, not 
by falting ; for they had not a grain of 
Salt in the World, I think, till we beftow'd 
it on them. Their Phytick is, excepting a 
few odd Specificks, which ſome of them 
encounter certain caſes with , nothing 
hardly, but an Hot-houſe, or a Powaw. 
Fheir Hot-houſe is a little Cave, about 
eight foot over; where, after they have 
terribly heated it, a crew of them go fit and 
{weat, and ſmoke for an hour together, 
and then immediately.run into ſome very 


cold adjacent brook, without the leaſt miſe 


chief to them 3 ?tis this way they recover 
themſelves from ſome Diſeaſes, particularly 
from the French; but in moſt of their dan- 


gerous Diſtempers, *tis a Pomwaw that muſt 


be ſent for ; that is, a Prieſt, who has more 
Familiarity with Satan than his Neighbours; 
this Conjurer comes and roars, and howls, 
and uſes Magical Ceremonies over the Sick 
man, and. will be well paid for it when he 
has done; if this don't effe& the cure, the 

Man's Tame is. come, and there's an end. 
They live in a Country fall of the beſi 
Ship- Timber under Heayen': bur never faw 
| a Ship 
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a Ship till ſome came from Exrope hither ; 
and then they were ſcar'd out of their wits, 
to ſee the Monſter come failing in, and ſpit- 
ting fire with a mighty noife out of her 
floating ſide they croſs the water in Canoo's, 
made ſometimes of Trees which they burn 
and hew till they have hallow'd them ; 
and ſometimes of Barks, which they ſtitch 


Into a light ſort of a Veſle], to be eafily 


carried over land; if they are over-ſet, it 
is but a little padling like a Dog, and they 
are ſoon where they were. 

Their way of living is infinitely barba- 
rous : the men are moſttabominably floath- 
ful ; making their poor Squaws, or Wives, 
to plant, and dreſs, and bart, and beat 
their Corn, and build their Wigwams for 
them ; which, perhaps, may be the reaſon 
of their extraordinary eafe' in Childbirth, 
In the mean time, their chief employment, 
when they*l condefcend unto any, is that 
of Hunting ; wherein they'l go out ſome 
ſcores, if not hundreds of them in a com- 
pany, driving all before them. 

They continue in a place till they have 
burnt up all the Wood thereabouts, and 
then they pluck up Stakes, to follow the 
Wood which they cannot fetch home unto 
themſelves 3 hence when they enquire about 
the Englifh, Why come they bither? they —_ |

duce very ſtrange effectss They believe 
that when any good or ill happens to 
them, there is the favour or the anger 
of a God expreſſed in it 3 and hence, as 
in a time of Calamity , they keep a 
Dance , or a day of extravagant ridicu- 
. Jous Devotions to their God ; fo in a 
time of Proſperity they likewiſe, have a 
Feaſt , wherein they alſo make preſents 
one anto another. , Finally, They believe, 
that their chief God Kautantowit , made a 
Man and Woman of a Stone ;. which up- 
on diſlike, he broke to pieces, and made 
another Man and Womon of a Tree, 
which were the Fountains of, all Man- 
kind 3; and, that we all have in us im- 
mortal Souls , which, if we were godly, 
ſhall go to a ſplendid entertainment with 
Kautantowit ; but otherwiſe, muſt, wander 
about in a reſtleſs horror for ever. But 
if you, ſay to them any thing of a Re- 
ſurretion, they will reply upon you, T 
ſhall never believe it. And when they have 
any weighty undertaking before them ,

our God has promiſed hat they ſhall yet be 
ſaved by the Deliverer, coming to turn away 
ungodlineſs from them. He taw the Indians 
uſing many Parables in their Diſcourſes ; 
much given to the anointing of their 
Heads ; much delighted in Dancing, e- 
ſpecially after Vicories; computing their 
Times by Nights and Months ; giving 
Dowries for Wives, and cauſing their 
Women to dwell by themſelves at certain 
ſeaſons, for ſecret cauſes; and accuſtom- 
ing themſelves to grievous Mournings and 
Yellowings for the Dead ; all which were 
uſual things among the T/raelites.

the Judgments threatned unto the Tſrael- 
ztes of Old, Strangely fulfilled upon our 
Indians ; particularly that, Te ſhall eat the 
fleſh of your: Sons, which is done with ex- 
quiſite, Crueſkies upon the Prifoners that 
they take, from one another in their Bat- 
tels. Moreover, *tis a Prophecy'in Der. 
28. 68. The Lord ſhall bring thee into Egypt 
again with ſhips, by the way whereof I (pake 
#ato thee, Thou ſhalt ſee it no more apain : 
And there ſhall ye be ſold unto your Enemies, 
and no man ſhall buy you. This did our Elwt 
imagine accompliſhed,when the Caprives 
taken by us in our late Wars upon them, 
vere 1ent to be ſold in the Coaſts, lying 
not very remote from Egypt on the Aedi- 
terranian Sea; and icarce any Chapmen 
would offer to take them off, being upon 
ſuch as theſe accounts not unwilling, if it 
were pollible,. co have the Þdians. found 
Tfraelites, they were, you may be ſure, 
not a whit the leis beloved for their ( ſup- 
poled) Fathers ſake ; and the Factigues of 
his Travels went on the more cheertully, 
or at leaſt, the more hopefully, becauſe 
of ſuch pollibilities.

Alphaber be ſhort, I am ſure the words 
compoſed of it are long enongh to tire 
the Patience of any Scholar in the World, 
they are Seſquipedalia Verba, which th:ir 
Linguo is compolcd of ; one would think 
they have been growing ever fince Ba'/, 
unto the dimenſionsto which they are 119w

them in a few words. 

It is above forty Years ſince that truly 
godly Man, Mr. John Elliot, Paſtor of 
the Church at Roxboreugh, (about a mile 
from Boſton in New: England)being warm- 


ed with a holy Zeal of Converting the 4- 
wericans, let himſelf to learn the Indian 
Tongue, that he might more eaſily and 


ſucceſsfully (5) open to them the Myſte-| 
ries of the Goſpel 3 upon. account of } 


which

which he has been (and not undeſerved- 
ly) called, The Apoſtle of the American In- 
dians. "This Reverend Perſon, not with- 
out very great. labour , tranſlated the 
whole Bible into the 1»4ian Tongue ; (c) 
he tranſlated alſo ſeveral Erg/iſn Treatiſes 
of Practical Divinity and-Catechiſms in- 
to their Language. Above 26 Years ago 
he gathered a Church of Converted Indi- 
ans 1n a Town called (4) Natick ; theſe 
Indians confels'd their fins with Tears, and 
profeſſed: their Faith inChriſt, and after- 
wards they. and their Children were Bap- 
tized, and they were folemnly joyned. 
together in a Charch Covenant ; the ſaid 
Mr. Eliot was the firſt that admini- 
Fred the Lord's Supper to them. The 
Paſtor of that. Church now is an Þd:an, 
his name is Dani, Beſides this Church 
at Natick, among our Inhabitants in the 
Maſſachuſets Colony, there are tour [54;- 
an Aſſemblies, (e) where the Name of 
the True God and Jeſus Chriſt is folemn- 
ly called upon; theſe Aſſemblies have 
ſome American Preachers. Mr. Eliot for- 
merly aſedto Preach to them once every 
fortnight, but now he is weakned with 
Labours and old Age, being in the Eigh- 
ty fourth Year of his Age, and Preacherh- 
not to the Indians oftner than once 1m two 
Months. E. 4 There 
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There is another Church; confiſting 
only of Converted Indians, about fifty 
Miles from hence, in an d:an Town call- 
ed Maſhippaug : The firſt Paſtor of that 
Church was an Engliſh Man, who being 
Skilful in the American Language, Preach- 
ed the Goſpel to ' them in” their own 
Tongue. (f) This Engliſh Paſtor is dead, 
and inſtead of him that Church has an 
Indian Preacher. - 
There are, beſides that, five Aſſemblies 
of Indians profefling the Name'of Chriſt, 
not far diſtant from Maſhippang, which 


have Indian Preachers ; (g ) John Cotton, 


Paſtor of the Church at Phmouth ( Son 
of my venerable Father-in-law Fchn Cot- 
zon, formerly the famous Teacher of the 
Church at Boſton ) hath made very great 
progreſs in learning the Indzan Tongue, 
and is very skilful in it; he Preaches in 
their own Languaze to the laſt five men- 
tioned Congregations every Week. More- 
over of the Inhabitants of Saconert in Ply- 
mouth Colony, there 1s a great Congrega- 
tion of thoſe who for diſtin&ion ſake are 
called Praying Indians, becauſe they Pray 
to God in Chrift. 

Not far from a Promontory called 
Cave-Ced, there are ſix Aſſemblies of Hea- 
thens who are to be reckoned as Catechu- 
mens, 
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mens, among{t whom there are ſix Indian 
Preacheis,Samuel Treat,Paſtor of a Church . 
at Eaſtham, Preacheth to thoſe Congrega- 
tions in their own Language. There are, 
likewiſe amongſt the Iſlanders of Nan- 
tucket a Church, with a Paſtor who was 
lately a Heathen, and ſeveral Meetings gf 
Catechumens, who are inſtructed by the 
Converted Indians. There is alſo another 
Iſland about ſeven Leagues long (called. 
Atartha's Vineyard ) where are two Ameri- 
can Churches planted, which are more fa- 
mous than the reſt, over one of which: 
there preſides an ancient dan as Paſtor, 
called Hiaccoms : John. Hiacooms, Son of 
the ſaid Indian Paſtor, alſo Preacheth the 
Goſpel to his Ccuntry-men. In another 
Church in that place, 7chn Tockineſh a 
Converted Hrdian teaches. In theſe: 
Churches rulmg Elders of the Indian; are 
joyned to the Paſtors : The. Paſtors were - 
choſen by the People,and when they had . 
faſted and. prayed, Mr. Elot and Mr. Cot- + 
z70n-laid their Hands on them to that they 
were fol:mniy Ordained. Ail che Congre- 
eat1ons (4) of the Converted Indians (both 
the Catechumers and thoſe in Church-Or- 
der) every Loid's- Day . meet torether ; - 
the Paſtor or Preacher always begins with 
Prayer, and withent a Form, becauſe from - 
5 the. 
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the Heart ; when the Ruler of the Aſlem- 
bly has ended Prayer, the whole Congre- 
gation of Þdians Praiſe God with ſinging, 
Jome of them are excellent Singers : At- 
ter the Pſalm, he that Preaches reads a 
place of Scripture (one or more Verſes as 
he will)and expounds it,gathers Doctrines 
from it, proves them by Scriptures and 
Reaſens, and infers uſes from them after 
the manner of the £gliſh, of whom they 
| have been caught ; then another Prayer 
to God in the Name of Chriſt concludes 
the whole Service, Thus do they meet 
together twice every Lord's-day. They 
oblerve no. Holy-days but the Lord's 
Pay, except upon ſome extraordinary 
occaſion ; and then they ſolemnly ſer 
apart whole Days,eicher in givingThanks, 
or Faſting and Praying with great fervor 
of Mind. | 

Before the Engliſh came into theſe 
Coaſts, theſe barbarous Nations were 
altogether ignorant of the true God; 
hence it is that in their Prayers and Ser- 
mons they uſe Engliſh words and terms ; 
he that calls upon the moſt holy Name of 
God, ſays Jehovah, or God, or Lord; and. 
alſo. they have learned and borrowed ma- 
ny other Theological Phraſes from us. 


In 


In ſhort, there are ſix Churches of Bap- 
tized Indians in New-England, and eigh- 
teen Aſſemblies of Catechumens,proteſiing 
the Name of Chriſt : Of the Indjans there 
are four and twenty. who are Preachers of 
the Word of God; and beſides theſe, 
there are four Engliſh Miniſters who preach 
the Goſpel in. che Indian Tongue. (3) 1 
am now my ſelf weary with writing, and 
T fear leſt if I ſhould add more, I ſhould 
alſo be tedious to you ; yet one thing I 
muſt add ( which I had almoſt forgor ) 
that there are many of the Indians Chil- 
dren who have learned by Heart the Ca- 
techiſm, either of that famous Divine 
William Perkins, or that put torth by the 
Aflembly of Divines at Weſtminſter, and 
in their own Mother "Tongue can an- 
{wer to all the Queſtions in it. 

But I muſt end: I fainte the famome 
Profeſſors in your Univerſity, to whom T 
defe you to communicate this Letter, as. 
written to them allo.

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(a) The Succefi of the Goſpel in the 
EAST-INDIES. 


; Frer the writing of rh Letter,there 

came one to my Hands from the 
tamous Dr. Lewſden, together with a new 
and fair Edicion of his Hebrew Pſalter, 
Delicated unto the Name of my abſenc 
Parent. He therein informs me, That 
our Example had awakned the Dutch to 
make ſome noble Attempts for the fur- 
therance of the Goſpel in the Eaſt- dies ; 
beſides what memorablethings were done 
by the Excellent Robert Tunim,in formoſa, 
filty years ago. He alſo informs me, 
That in and near the Iſland of Ceylon, the 
Butch Paſtors have Baptized about three 
bundred thouſand of Eaftern Indians ; for 
altho* che Miniſters are utteily ignorant 
of their Language, yet here are School- 
Maſters who teach them, The Lord's Pray- 
er, the Creed, the Ten Commandments, 4 
Horning Prayer, an Evening Prayer, a 
Bleſſing befoie Meat, and another after ; 
anu the Miniſter in his Viſits being afſtured 
by the Maſter, who of them has learn-d 
ail of them ſeven thirgs, he, thereupon 
counrs they have ſuch a perte&t number 


of Attainments, that he preſently Paprizes. 


them 
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them. The pious Reader will doubtleſs 
bleſs Gcd for th# ; but'he will eaſily-ſee 
that oe of our Converted Indians has coſt 
more pains than many of thoſe ; more 
therough work has beef mace with them. 


(b) Mr. Eliot's way of opening the 
Myſteries of the Goſpel to our Indians. 


; Was in the Year 1646, that Mr. 

Eliot accompany'd by three: more, 
gave a viſit unto an Aſembly of Indians, 
of whom he deſired a Meeting at ſuch a 
time and p'ace, that'he might lay before 
them the things of their Eternal Peace, 
AfﬀeraleriousPrayer,he gavethem 2Sermen, 
which contuited aboura quarter above 'an 
hour,and containec] the principal Articles 
of the Chriſtian Religion, applying all ro 
the condition of the Indians prefent. Hav- 
ing done, he askeU' them, whether they 
underſtood?and with a general reply they 
anſwered, They wnderſioed all, He then 
began what was his uſual method atter- 
wards in treating. with them ; that 1s, he 
cauſed them to propound ſuch Queſt ions 
as they pleas'd, unto himleif; and be gave 
wiſe and good Anſwers to them all. Their 
Oueſticns wouid often, tho not always, 1e- 
ter ro what he had newly Preached ; an 
1C 
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he this way not only made a Proof of their 
profiting by his Miniſtry,but alſo gave an 
Edge of what he delivered unto them. 
Some of their Queſtions would be a little 
Philoſophical, and required a good meaſure 
of Learning in the Miniſter concerned 
with them ; but tor this our Eſt wanted 
not. He would alſo put proper Queſtions 
unto them, and at one of his firſt Exerci- 
ſes with them, he made the young ones 
capable of regarding theſe three Queſti- 
ONs. 

Q. 1: Who made you and all the world? 

Q. 2. Who do you book ſhould ſave you 
from Sin and Hell ? 

Q. 3. How many Commandments has 

the Lord given you to keep? © 

It was his Wiſdom that he began with 
them upon ſuch Principles, as they them- 
ſelves had already had ſome notion 
of ; ſuch as that of an Heaven for good, 
and He#/ for bad People, when they Dy' 4. 
It broke his gracious Heart within him to 
ſce, what Floods of Tears fell from the 
Eyes of ſeveral among theſe Degenerate 
Salvages, at the firſt Addreſſes which he 
made unto them; yea, from the very 
worſt of them all. He was very inquiſt- 
tive to learn who were the Powaws, that 
is, the Sorcerers and Seducers, that main- 
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tained the Worſhip of the Devil in any 
of their Societies ; and having in one of 
his firſt Journies to them, found out one 
of thoſe Wretches, he made the Indian 
come unto him, and ſaid, Whether do you 
ſuppoſe God, or Chepian (4. e. the Dewil ) 
to be the Authcr of all good ? The Conyurer 
anſwered, Ged. Upon this, he added 
with a ſtern Countenance, Why do you 
pray to Chepian then ? and the poor Man 
was not able to ſtand or ſpeak before him; 
but at laſt made promiſes of Reformation. 
'The Text which he firſt Preached up- 
On, was thatin Ezek. 37. 9, 10. That by 
Propheſying to the Wind, the wind came, and 
the Dry Bones lived ; and it was an obſer- 
vation made by one, who then juſtly 
confeſſed, there was mot much weight in itz 
that.the word which the Indians uſe for 
wind, is wauban, and an Indian of that 
Name was one of the firſt that here zeal- 
ouſly promoted the Converſion of his 
Neighbours. But having thus entred up- 
on the Teaching of theſe poor Creatures, 
it's incredible how much time, toyl, and 
hardſhip, he underwent in the Proſecu- 
tion of this Undertaking; how many 
weary days and nights rolled over him ; 
how many tireſome Journies he endur- 


ed; and how many terrnble "—_ y 
a 


£ 
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had experience of. If you briefly would 
know what he felt, and what carricd him 
through all, take it in his own words, in 
a Letter to the Honourable Mr. Winſlow, 
ſays he, I have not been dry night nor day, 
from the third day of the week unto the ſixth, 
but ſo Travelled, and at night pullof my Boots, 
wring my Stockings, and on with them again, 
and ſo continue.. But God ſteps in and helps. 
I have conſidered the word of God in 2. Tim. 
2. 3. Endure hardſhips as a good Souldier 
of Chriſt. 


(c) His Tranſlating the Bible, and 
ether Books of Picty into the Indian 
Tongue. 


Ne of his Remarkable Cares for theſe 
illiterate Indians,was to bring them 

into the uſe of Schools and Boks. He 
quickly procured the benefit of Scheols 
for them ; wherein they profited fo much, 
that not only very many of them came 
to Read and Write, but alſo ſeveral arrived 
unto a LiberalEducationin our Colledge, 
and one or two of. them took their de- 
free with the reſt of our Graduates, And 
tor Books, 'twas his chief defice that the 
facred Scriptures might not in an un- 
known 


known Tongue . be locked or hidden 
from them ; very hatetul and hellijh did 
the policy of Popery appear to him on 
this account: Our Elior was very unlike to 
that: Franciſcan, who writing 1nto Enrope, 
oloried much how many thouſands of 
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Indians he had converted 5 but 'added,. 


That be deſired his Friend would (nl bim the © 


Book called the Bible ; for he bad heard of 
there being ſuch a Book in F,urope, which 
might be of ſome uſe to him, No, cur Eliot 
found he could not live without a Bible 
himſelf; he would have parted with all 
his Eſtate ſooner than have loſt a Leaf of 
it; and he knew it would be of more 
than ſome uic.unts the. Et£ex: too; he 
therefore with ajvaſt labour tranſlated the 
Holy Bible into the Indian Language. 
Behold, ye Americans, the greateſt ho- 
nour that ever you were partakers of . 
This Bible was printed here at our Cam- 
bridge; and it is the only Bible that ever 
was printed in all America, from the very 
foundation of the World. The whole 
Tranſlation he writ with but one Pen ; 
which Pen,. had it not been loſt, would 
have certainly deſerved a richer Caſe 
than was beſtow'd upon that Pen which 
Halland writ his Tranſlation of Plutarch 
with, The Bible being juſtly made the 
Leader 


%. 
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Leader of all the reſt; a little b»d;an Li- 
brary quickly followed 3 for beſides Pri- 
mers, and Grammars, and ſome other 
ſuch Compolures, we quickly had The 
Pratice of Piety in the Indian Tongue ; 
and the Reverend Richard Baxter's Call to 
the Unconverted ; he allo tranſlated ſome 
.of Mr. Shepherd's Compoſures ; and ſuch 
- Catechiſms likewiſe as there was occaſion 
for. Ir cannot but be hoped that ſome 
Fiſh were to be made alive, ſince the Wa- 
ters of theSanctuary thus came unto them. 


(d) Hi gathering of a CharchatNatick. 
7 [ 'HE Indians that had feltthe Impreſ- 
EY PP. 
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ly diſtinguiſhed by the name of Praying: 
Indians; and theſe Praying-Indians as quick- 
ly were for a more decent, and Ergliſh 
way of living, 'and they defired a more 
fixed Cohabitation. At ſeveral Places | 
did they now combine and ſettle : But | 
the Place of greateſt name among their | 
Towns. 1s that of Natzck. 

Here *twas, that inthe year 165 1 thoſe 
that had heretofore lived like the wild 
Beaſts in the Wilderneſs, now compact- 
ed themſelves into a Town; and they 
firſt apply'd themſelves to the torming of 
their Civil Government. Our Con 
Court, 
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Court, notwithſtanding their exact ſtudy 
to keep theſe Indians very ſenſible of their 
being ſubject unto the Exgliſh Empire,yet 
had allowed them their ſmaller Courts, 
wherein they might govern their own 
ſmaller Cafes and Concers aiter their own 
particular modes, and might have their 
Town -Orders,if I may call them ſo.pecu- 
liar to themſelves.:With reſpect hereunto, 
Mr.Elot on a SolemnFaſt made a publick 
Vow, That ſeeing theſe Indians were not 
prepoſſeſſed with any Forms of Government, 


\ be would inſtrut} them into ſuch a Form as 


we had written in the Word of God, that ſo 
they might be a People in all things ruled by 
A Annan. -efo fn COS Fa LILLE. $8 
the Lord; £2awWlul Wrar gt Yo ni 8 WA A#UfITGU 
unto them the Eighteenth Chapter of Exo- 


das; and then they choſe Rulers of Hun- 


dreds, of Fifties, of Tens; and therewith- 
all entred into this Covenant. 
* We are the Sons of Adam ; We and 


© our Forefathers have a long time been 


© loſt in our fins; but now the Mercy of 
© the Lord beginneth tofind us out again; 
* therefore the Grace of Chriſt helping 
© us , We do give our ſelves and our Chil- 
© dren unto God, to be his People. He 
* ſhall rule us in all our Aﬀairs; The 
* Lord is our Judge, the Lord is our Law- 
* giver, the Lord is our King ; he will 

* fave 
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fave us; and the wiſtom which God 
* has taughe us in his Book ſhall guide 
© us. Oh Jehovah | Teach us wiſdom ; 
* ſend thy Spirit into our hearts; rake 
* us to be thy People, and let us take thee 
* to be our God. 

Such an opinion about the perfte@ion of 
the Scripture had he, that he thus cx- 
preſſed himſelf upon this occafion ; Ged 
will bring Nations into aiſtreſs and perplexity, 
that ſo they may be forced unto the Scriptures ; 
all Governments will be ſhaken, that men 
may be forced at length to pitch upon that firm 
foundation, The Word of God. 

Thelittle Towns of theſe Þdians being 
pitched upon this Foundation, they ut- 
terly obandoned that Polygamy which had 
heretofore been common among them ; 
They made ſevere Laws againſt Fornica- 
tion, Drunkenneſs,and Sabbath-breaking, 
and other Immoralities; which they 
began to lament after the eſtabliſhment 
of a QChurch-order among them, and at- 
ter the ſeveral Ordinances and Piivileges 
of a Church Communion. The Churches 
of New-England have ufualiy been very 
ftirit in their admitlions to Church-Fel- 
lowſhip, and required very ſignal demon- 
ſtrations of a Repenting and a Believing 
Soul, before they chought men fit Sub- 
jets 
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jets to be entruſted with rhe Rights of the 
Kingdom of Heaven, But they leem'd ra- 
ther to augment than abate their uſual 
Striftneſs when the Examination of the 
Indians was to be performed. A day was 
therefore ſet apart, which they called 
Natootomeuhtenicuſuk, or, a Day of asking 
Queſtions, when the Miniſters of the ad- 
jacent Churches, aſſiſted with all the beſt 
Interpreters that could be had, publickly 
examined a good number of theſe Indi- 
ans, about their Attaininents both in 
Knowledge and in Vertue. And not- 
withſtanding the great fatisfaQtion then 


received, our Churches being willing to 


proceed ſurely, and therefore flowly, in 
raiſing them up to a Church ſtate, which 
might be comprehended in our Confoct- 
ations, the Indians were afterwards cal- 
led in Conſiderable  Atlemblies con- 
vened for that purpoſe, to make open 
Confefiton of their Faith in God and 
Chriſt, and of the Eihcacy which his 
word had upon them for their Converit- 
on to him; which Confeflions being 
taken in writing from their mouths by 
able Interpreters, were- 1canned by the 
People of God, and found much accep- 
tance with them. 
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I need paſs no further cenſure upon 
them, than what is given by my Grand- 
father, the well-known Richard Mather, in 
ani Epiſtle of his, publiſhed on this occaſi- 
on ; ſays he, © There is ſo much of God's 
© Work among them, as that I cannot but 
© count it a great Evil, yea, a great Inju- 
* ry to God and his Goodneſs, tor any to 
* make light of it. To ſee and hear ndi- 
* ans Open their- Mouths, and lifting up

* this is more than uſual ! And tho they 
*ſpoke in a Language, of which many 
* of us underſtood bur little, yer we that 
© were preſent that day, we ſaw and 
* heard them perform the Duties menti- 
© oned with ſuch grave and fober Coun- 
* tenances, with ſuch comely reverence 
© in their geſture, and their whole car- 
* riage, and with ſuch plenty of Tears 
© trickling down the Checks of ſome of 
* theim, as did argue to us that they 
* ſpake with the holy Fearof God, and it 
* much affected our hearts. 


At -- 
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 Atlength was a Church-ſtate ſettled a- 
mong them : They entred as our Church- 
es do, into an holy Covenant, wherein 
they gave themſelves, firſt unto 1he Lord, 
and then unto one another, to attend the 
Rates and Helps,. and expe& the Ble{- 
ſings of the, Everlaſting Goſpel ; ard Mr. 
Eliot having a Miſſioft irom the Churcts of 
Roxbury unto the work of the Lord Chrift 
among the I»dians, conceived himſelf ſuf: 
hciently authorized unto the performing 
of all Church-work about them ; ground- 
ing\ it on Aﬀs 13. 1, 2,3, 4. andhe ac- 
cordingly adminiftred, firft the Baptiſm; 
_ then 'the Supper of the Lord unto 
nent.” |

that the Devil gave unto him. 


FX TE find four Aſſemblies of Praying 
V Y HDdians befides that of Natick, in 
our Neighbourhood. But why no more? 
Truly, not becauſe our Elo was want- 
ing in' his Offers, and Labours for their 
od; bur becauſe many of the obdurate 
Infifets would nor receive the'Gs pel of Sal- 
vation... Ir on&of his Letters; I fint him 
giving this ill report, with ſuch a good 
rcafon for it; Lyn-Indians are all naught

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ſave one,who ſometimes comes to bearthe word; 


and the reaſon why they are bad,is, principally 


becauſe their Sachim « naught, and careth 


not to pray unto God. Indeed the Sachims, 
or. the Princes of the Indians, generally 


did all they could that their Subjeas might 


not entertain the Goſpel. ;. the - Devils 
having the Sachims an their ſide, thereby 
kept, their Poſſeflion of the” People too. 
Their Pauwaws of Clergy-Men,did much 
to maintain the Intereſt of the Devils in 
this Wilderneſs, thoſe Children of the De- 
wil, and Enemies of all Righteouſneſs, did not 
ceaſe to pervert the Right ways of the Lord 


but their Sachims or Magiſtrates did'more 


towards it ; for they would preſently 
raiſe a Storm of Perſecutionupon any of 
their. Vaſfals that ſhould Pray unto the 
Eternal God. The . ground of this con- 
dud in them , was, an old Fear, © that 
Religion would abridge them of the Ty- 
ranny which they had been.us'd unto ; 
they always, like the Devil, held their 
people in a moſt abſolute ſervitude, and 
Ruld by no Law, but by their Will, 
which left their poor Slaves nothing. that 
they could call their own. They now, 
ſuſpeRed chat Religion would puta Bridle 
upon ſuch ufurpations, and ' oblige them 
to a more Equal and Humane way of

them, had the Impudence to addreſs the 


{| Engh:ſh, that no motions about the Chri- 


ſtian Religion might ever be made unto 
them ; . and Mr. Eliot ſometimes in the 


'| Wilderneſs, without the Company or 


Afliſtance of any other Engliſhman, has 
been treated in a very Threatning and 
Barbarous manner by ſome of theſe Ty- 
rants; but God inſpird him with 1o 
much Reſolution as to tell them, 7 am a- 
bout the work of the Great God, and my God 
s with me, ſo that Ifear neither you, nor all 
the Sachims in the Country ; Ill go on, and 
do you Touch me if you dare! Upon which 
the ſtouteſt of them have ſhrunk and fell 
before him. And one of them, he at 
length Conquered by Preaching unto 
him a Sermon upon the Temptations of | 
our Lord; particularly, the Temptations 
ferch'd from the Kingdoms and Glories 
of the World. 

The lictle Kingdoms and Glories of 
the Great Men among the Idians, was a 
Powerful Obſtacle to the ſucceſs of Mr. 
Eliot's Miniſtry ; and it is obſervable, that 
ſeveral of thoſe Nations which thus re- 
tuled-the Goſpel,quickly afrerwards were 
fo Dewil-driven as to begin an unjuſt and 
bloody War upon the Ezglih which iflued

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in their ſpeedy - and utter Extirpation 
from the Face of Gods Earth. It was par- 
ticularly Remark'd, in Ph/ip, the Ring. 
leader of 'the moſt calanutous War that 
ever they:madetipon us ;: our Elot made 
a Tender ofthe: Everlaſting Salvation' 
chat King, but that-Phi/ip entertained it 
with 'coritempt and anger,. and after the 
Ind;ans mode ofjoyning figns with words, 
he took a Button upon the Coat of the 
Reverend Man, adding, That he cared 
fer has Goſpel, juſt as much as be cared for 
that Button. The World has heard what 
a Terrible Ruine ſoon came upon that 
woful Creature, and upon all his people. 
It was not iong before the hand which 
now W rites,upon a certain occaſion took 
off the Jaw from the Blaſphemous :expol- 
ed Skull of that Leviathan 3 and the Re- 
nowned Samuel Lee is now Paſtor to an 
Engliſh Congregation,lounding and ſhow. 
ing the Praifes of Heaven, upon that very 
t>ot of ground, where Philip and his Is 
.dians were lately Worthipping of the De- 
viÞ :: | (_.

- Sometimes the more immettate Hand 
of God, by cutring off the principal Oy- 
poſers of the Goſpel among the Indians, 
made way for Mr. Ekot's Miniitry, Asl 
remember, he relates, chat an Aﬀociation 
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of prophane Indians near our Weymouth, 


| kt themſelves to deter and ſeduce the 


Neighbour Indians from the Right ways of l 
the Lord. But God quickly ſent the Smali- 

Pox among them, which like a great 
Plague ſoon ſwept them away,and there- 
by engaged the reſt unto himſelf. ' I need 


only to add, That one Attempt made by 


the Devil, to prejudice the Pagans againſt 
the Goſpel, had ſomething in it extraor- 
dithary, While Mr. Eleor was Preaching 
of Chriſt unto the other Þdians, a Dw- 
27701 appeared unto a Prince of the Exffern- 
Indians, in a ſhape that had ſome'Reſerm- 
blance of Mr. E/iet, or of an Ergiih Mini- 
ſter, pretending to be, The Engliſh-mar's 
God, The Speqre commanded him, To 
forbear the drinking of Rum, ani to obſerve 
the Sabbath-day, and to deal juſtly with hes 
Neighbours ; all which things had been in- 
culcated in Mr. Ekot's Miniſtry ; promit- 
ſing therewithal unto him, Thar it he did 
ſo, at his Death his Soul ſhoull 2fcend un- 
toa happy Place ; otherwiſe deſcend un- 
co Miſeries ; but the Apparition all the 


while, never ſaid one word about QChritt, 


which was the main ſubje& of Mr. Elor's 
Miniſtry. The Sachim received ſuch an 
Impreflion from the Apparition, that he 
dealt juſtly with all Men, except in the 

F 2 bloody 
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bloody Tragedies and Cruelties he after- 
wards committed on the Engliſh in our 
Wars ; he kept the Sabbath-day like a 
Faſt, frequently attending in our Congre- 
gations ; he: would not meddle with any 


Rum, tho uſually his Country-men hadg 


rather dye than undergo fuch a piece of 
Seli-denial ; chat Liquor has meerly En- 
chanted them, Ar laſt, and not long 
ſince, this Demon appear'd again unto this 
Pagan, requiring him to kill himſelf, and 
allhring him that he ſhould reviveina day 
or two, never to dye any more. He there- 
upon divers times attempted it, but his 
Friends very carefully prevented it ; how- 
ever at length he found a fair Opportuni- 
ty, for this fowl Buſineſs, and hanged 
himſelf; you may be ſure, without his 
expected ReſurreFion. But it is eaſie to ſee 
what a ſtumbling-block was here laid be- 
fore the miſerable Indians. 


(f) The Indian-C hurches at Maſhip- 
paug, 4nd elſewhere. 


HE ſame Spirit which ated Mr. 
Ehot, quickly inſpired others elfe- 
where, to proſecute the work of reſcuing 
the poor I»dians out of their worſe than 


Egyptian-Darknels, in which Evil ws 
a 


| 
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had been ſo long preying upon them. 
One of theſe was the godly and gracious. 
Richard Bourn, who ſoon ſaw a great et- 
fe& of his holy Labours. In the Year 


| 1566. Mr. Eliot accompanied by the Ho- 


nourable Governour, and ſeveral Magi- 
ſtrates and Miniſters of Plymonuth-Colony 
procured a vaſt Aﬀembly at Maſhippang 3: 
and there a good number of Idians made. 
Confeiflions touching the Knowledge and 
Belief, and Regeneration of their Souls,. 
with ſuch Underſtanding and Afﬀection,. 
as was extreamly grateful to the Pious 
Auditory. Yet ſuch was the ſtrictneſs of 
ths good People in this Aﬀeair, that be- 
fore they would countenance the ad- 
vancement of theſe Indians unto Church- 
Fellowſhip, they ordered their Confeflions- 
to be written and ſent unto all the Chur- 
ches in the Colony tor their Approbati- 
on ; bur ſo approved they were, that at- 
terwards the Meſſengers of all the Chur- 
ches giving their preſence and conſent,. 
they became a Church, and choſe Mr. 
Beurn to be their Paſtor ; who was then, 
by Mr. Ele and Mr. Cotton Ordain'd un- 
to that Office over them. From hence 
Mr. Ehot and Mr. Cotton went over to an 
Ifland called Martha's Vmeyard, where God. 
had ſo ſucceeded the honeſt Labours of. 
TT > ſome, 
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ſome, and particularly of the Maybew's, | 


as that a Church was gathered. 

This Church, after Faſtizg and Prayer, 
choſe one Hiaceoms to be their Paſtor, 
Fobn Tockinoſh, an able and diſcreet Chrz 


ftian to: be their Teacher ; Joſhua Mum- 


weecheegs and Jobn:Navaſe tobe ruling El- 
ders; and theſe were then Ordain'd by 
Mr. Elot and Mr. Cotton thereunto. Di- 
ftance of Habitation cauſed this one 
Church by mutual Agreemant afterwards 
to become two ; the Paltor and one ru- 
ling Elder taking. one” part, and the 
Teacher and one ruling Elder another ; 
andat Nantucket, another adjacent Ifland, 
was another Church of I4ians quickly 
gathered, who choſe an Indian, Jobz Gibs, 
to be their Minitter, Theſe Churches 
are {o' exact in their Admiſſion, and fo 
folemn intheir Ditcipline,and foſerious in 
their Communion, that ſome of the Chr» 
fizn Engliſh in the Neighbourhood, which 
would have been loth to have mixed 
with tnem in a Civil Relation , yer have 
gladly done it a Sacred One. 

'T15 needlel{sfor me to repeat what my 
Father has written about the other Indian 
Congregations ; only there having been 
made mention of one Hiacooms,T am will- 
ing to annex a Paſſage or two concern - Ng 
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{that memorable Indiay. "That Ind;an was 
Ja very great" Inftrument of bringing his 


Pagan and- wretched Neighbours, to a: 


ſaving! acquaintance with our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt; and God gave him the honour, 


I not only of ſo doing much for ſome, but 


alſo of ſuffering. much from others,of thoſe: 
unhappy Salvages. Once. particularly, 
this Hziaccoms received a cruel blow irom 
an Indian Prince, which, if foie Eng!ifh 
had not been there, mighe have killed 
him, for his Praying unto God. And 
afterwards he gave this account of his. 
Trial: in -it ; fawd he, 1 have fwavands ; 
I bad one: band\for_ Injuries, and the other 
for God ; while 1 did receive wrong with the 
one, the other laidihe greater told on God. 
Moreover ,the Pawaws did uſe tohedtor 
and abuſe the. Praying Indians at fich a 
rate, . as terrified others from joyning 
with them ; but once when thaſe Hitches 
were bragging that they could kill all the 
Praying Indians if they would ; Hiacooms 
repli'd, Let all the Powaws 7n the land” 
come together, Ill venture my ſelf inth2 midſ# 
of them; let them uſe ail their VV/utchcrafts, 
24ith.the help of God I's tread upon them all. 
By this courage he ſilenced the. Powaws ;. 
bur at the fame time alſo he heartned the 
People, at fuch a rate as was truly. won- 
F 4 deriul 
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derful ; nor could any of them ever harm 
this Eminent Confeſlor afterwards ; nor 
indeed any Proſelite which had been by 
his means ue home to God ; yea, 
**was obſerved after this, that they rather 
kild than curd all ſuch of the Heathen 
as would yet make uſe of their Enchant- 
ments for help againſt their Sickneſs. 


(g) Of Mr. Eliot's Fellow-Laboarers 
in the [ndian-work. 


O little was the Soul of cur Elzt in- 
feed with any Envy, as that he 
longed. for nothing more than Fellow- 
Labourers, that might move and fhine 


inthe ſame Orb wich himſelf ; he made | 


his cries both to God and Man, for more 
Labourers to be thruſt forth into the In- 
dian Harveſt; and indeed it was an Har- 
veſt of fo few ſecular Advantages and 
Encouragements, that it muſt be nothing 
leis than a Divine Thruſt, which cou:d 


make any to labourin it, He ſaw.the |. 


anſwer of his Prayers, in the Generous 
and Vigorous Attempts made by ſeveral 
other moſt worthy Preachers of the Gol- 
pel, to Goſpelize our periſhing Indians. 
At thie writing of my Father's Letter 
there were four; but the Number of them 

| increaſes 
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increaſes apace among us. At Martha's. 
Vineyard, the old Mr. Maybew, and feve- 
ral of his Sons, and Grand-ſons, have 
done very worthily for the Souls of the 
Indians ; there were fifteen years ago, 
by Computation, about ſifreen hundred 


Seals of their Miniſtry upon that one Il- 
land. In Conneficut, theholy and acute: 
Mr. Fitch, has made noble Eflays, towards : 


the Converſion of the Indians; bur, I 


think, the Prince he has to deal withal, . 


being an obſtinate Infidel, gives unhappy 


Remora's to the Succeſſes of his Miniſtry. 


And godly Mr. Pierſon has in that. Colo- 
ny deſerved well, it I miſtake not, upon 
the ſame account. In Maſſachuſets we fee 
at this day, the pious Mr. Daniel Gookin, 


_ the gracious Mr. Peter Thatcher, the well- 
accompliſhed and induſtrious Mr. Grindal. 
Rawſon, all ofthem hard at work,to turn : 


theſe poor Creatures from Darkneſs unto 
Light, and from. Satan unto God. . In Ply: 
mouth we have the moſt ative Mr. Samuel 
Treat, laying out: himſclf to fave this Ge- 


| neration; and there. is one Mr. Tupper, 


who ules his laudable Erideavours for the 
Inſtruction-of them. wh 


'Tis my Relation to him, that cauſ 
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me to defer unto the laſt (place, the mens. 


tion; of Mr. John Cotton, who addrefies

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the Drdians in; their own Language with + 


an admiable Dexterity, and has done 
more than a little Servike for them. He 
hired an Indian, after the rate of twelve 
Pence per Day. for, fifty Days, to teach 
him , the Imdian Tongue ; but his knaviſh 
Tutor having received his whole pay too 
ſoon, ran away before twenty Days were 
ot ; however, in this time he had profi- 
ted ſo far, that he could Preach unto the 
Natives; and he has ever fince been do- 
ing much for God among them. Having 
told my Reader, that the Second Edition 
of the Indian Bible was wholly of his Cor- 
region. and Amendment ; becauſe it is 
not proper for me to ſay much of him, I 
ſhall only add this ' remarkable Story :

tion, of Indians in the Neighbourhood, 
with a.

(Ch) The ſacred and ſulewn Exerciſes 
perform'd inthe Indian Congregations. 


Y Father's account of the Exerci- 

_ fes performed in the I=dian- Con- 
gregations, will tell us what a bleſſed 
Fruit our Ehot ſaw of his Labours, before 
he went unto thoſe Rewards which God 
had referv'd.in the Heavens for him.Some 
of the Indians quickly built for themſelves 
good and large Meeting-houſes, after the 
Engliſh: Mode, in which alfo after the E:- 
kb: Mode they attended the things of the 
Ringdom of Heaven. And ſome of the 
Engliſh. were helpful to them upon this 
account + among whom Fought particu- 
larly co mention-that Learned, Pious and 
Charitable Gentleman, the Worſhipful 
Samuel SewaFEſq; who at his own Charge 
built a Mecting-houſe for one of the Þnds- 
a7; 
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an Congregations, and gave thoſe Tdians 
cauſe to pray for him under that Chara- 
&er, He loveth our Nation, for he hath built 
5 4 SyBagopgue. 

It only remains that I give a touch or 
two upon the Worſhip which is attended 
in the Synagogue of the Indians. And 
firſt,the very Name of Praying Indians will 
aſſure us, that Prayer is one of their De- 
votions ; be ſure they could not be our 
Eliot's Diſciples if it were not ſo. But 
how do they pray? we are told it is with- 
out a Form, pr from the Heart ; which 
1s, as I remember, Tertullian's Exprefiion 
concerning the Prayers in the Aſſemblies 
of the Primitive Chriſtians; namely, /e 
monitore quia de pecfore. It is evident,that”- 
the Primitive Chriſtians had no ſtated Zz- 
turgies among them ; that no Forms of 
Prayers were 1n their times impoſed upon 
the Miniſters of the Goſpel ; that even 
about the platform of Prayer given us by 
our Lord, it was the Opinion of Aug»/tm 
himſelf, notwithſtanding the advances 
made in his Age towards what we count 
Superſtitions, that our Lord therein taught wt 
what 2vords we ſhould uſe in Prayer, but what 
things we ſhould pray for. And whatever 
fcotts the profanity of our days has abu- 
fed;that Phraſe and thing withal, Gregory 
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Nizinzer mn his days counted it the Ho- 
nonr of his Father's'publick Prayers, that 
he had them from, and made them by the' Holy 
Spirit, Our Indians accordingly find, thar 
it they ſtudy the words of God, and their 
own Sins, and Wants,, and Woes, they 
ſhall fooni*comie toithar atrainment, Bebo/d 


they pray ! They'cah pray with mnch per-. 


tinence and enlargement; and would 


much wonder at it, if they ſhould hear of 


an Engliſh Clergy that ſhould read their 
Prayers out of a Book, when they ſhould 
pour out their - Soubs' betore the God of 
Heaven, 5 mmf: Wienomormor 5; 
Their Preaching has much: of Ebert, and 
therefore you may be fure much of Scrip- 
tare ; but perhaps more-of the Chriſtian: 
than of the Scholar in it. I know .not 
how to deſcribe it better, than by .reci-:

* this Day. Let us then offer a clean and

Thus Preached an Indian called N;- 


ſhokkon, above thirty years ago 5 and 


ſince that, I ſuppoſe, they have grown 
a little further into the New- Engliſh way 
of Preaching: You may have in their 
Sermons a Kukkeoromwohteaonk, that 1s, a 
Dodrine, Nahtootomwehteaonk , or, an 
Anſwer, a Witcheazeuonk, or, a Reaſon 
with an Ouwzteank, or, an Uſe for the 
cloſe of all. 

As for Holy-days, you may take it for 
granted, our Elit would not perſwade 


his -Indians to any ſtated ones. Even / 


the Chriſtmas Feftival it ſelf, he knew to 
be a ſtranger unto the Apoſtolical times; 
that the exquiſite Yoſius himſelf acknow- 
ledges, *twas not celebrated in the Firſt 
or Second Century : And that there is a 

Truth 
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Truth in the words of the great Chemnzrz. 
ys, us, Anniverſarium Diem Natalis Chriſti, 
| .._. celebratum fuiſſe, apud vetuſſimos nunquam 
'_ Teginur. It was his Opinion, that it the 
Day of our Lord's Nativity were to be ob- 
ſerved, it ſhould not be in December : that 
many Churches for divers Ages kept it 
not-in December, but in Fanuary ; that 
Cbyyſoflom himſelf, about four hundred 
Years after our Saviour, excuſes the No. 
velty of the December-leafon for it, and 
confeſles it had not been kept above ten 
years at Conſtantinople : No, that it ſhould 
be rather in September, in which Month 
the Fews kept the Feaſt that was a Type 
of our Lord's Incarnation ; and Solomon 
alfo brought the Ark into the Temple, 
for our Lord was thirty years old when 
he entred upon his publick Miniſtry ; 
and he continued init three years and an 
half ; now his Death was in March, and 
It is eaſie then to calculate when his Birch 
ought to he. He knew that indeed God 
had hid this Day, as he did the Body of 
Moſes, to prevent Idolatry 3 but that Az- 
tiebrift had choſe this Day to accommo- 
ate the -Papans in thew' hcencious and. 
| their debauched Satwrnalia; and that a 
| > Tortullian would: not ſtick to fay, Sha/l we 
Chriſtians, who have nothing to. dv with the 
Feſtivals 
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Feſtiusls of the Jews, which were of Divine 
I#itution, embrace the Saturnalia of the 
Heathen ? How' do the Gentiles ſhame as, 
who are more true ta their Religion than we 
are to ours ? None of them will obſerve the 
Lord's Day, for fear leſt they ſhould be Chri- 
ſtians; and ſhall not we then by obſerving 
their Feſtivals, fear leſt we be made 'Eth- 
nicks? In fine, itwas his Opinion, That 
for us to have ftated Holy-days, which 
are not appointed by the Lord Jeſus' 
Chriſt, is a deep Refie tion upon the Wit: 


dom of that Gracious Lord; - and he 


bronght. up his Þdians in the Principles 
which the old Waldenſes had about fuch 

non-inſtituted Holy: days. 
Nevertheleſs, he taught them to ſet a- 
part their Days botli for Faſting and 
Prayer,and for Feaſting and P:aifſe, when 
there ſhould be extraordmary Occaſions for 
them; and they perform the Duties of 
theſe Days with a very laborious Piety. 
One Party of the TId:ans long ſince, of 
their own accord, kept a Day of Supplica- 
tion together, wherein one of them dif- 
courſed upon P/al. 66. 7.. He rules by bes 
62yer- for ever, bis eyes behold the nations : 
let not the rebellioms exalt themſelves. And 
when one asked them afterwards, what 
was their reaſon of their keeping fuch 2 
Day ? 
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Day ? they reply'd, was to obtain five 
Merctes o God. © 

© Firſt, That God would ſlay the re- 
© bellion of their Hearts. Next, That they 
* might love God and one another. 
* Thirdly, That they might withſtand the 
"Temptations of Wicked Men, ſo that 
© they might not be drawn back from 
© God. Fourthly, That they might be 
© Obedient unto the Counſels and Com- 
< mands of their Rulers. Fifthly, That 
* they might have their Sins done away 
© by the Redemption of Jeſus Chriſt. And 
_ © laſtly, That they might walk in the goud 
* ways of the Lord. I muſt here embrace 
my opportunity to tell the World, That 
our cautious Eliot was far from the Opi- 
nion of thoſe who have thought it not 
only warrantable, - but alſo commendable 
to Adopt ſome Heatheniſh Uſages into 
the Worſhip of God, for the more eaſie 
and ſpeedy gaining of the Heathen to 
that Worſhip. The policy of creating 
the Pagan Rites as the Fews were to do 
Captives, before they married them, ' to 
ſhave their Hair, and pare their Nails, our 
Elkot counted as ridiculous as pernicious, 
He knew that the Idolatries and Abomi- 
nations of Popery, were foundec| in this 
way of Proſelyting the barbarous Nor, 
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which made their Deſcent upon the Ro- 
may Empire; and he look'd upon the 
like methods which the Proteſtants have 
uſed,thatthey might ingratiate themſelves 
with the Papiſts, and that our Separation 
trom them'ſhould become leſs dangerous 
and ſenſible, to be the moſt ſenſible and 
dangerous wound of the Reformation. 
Wherefore,as no leſs a Man than D. Henry 
Moor ſays about our Compliances with 
the Papiffs, which are a fort of Pagans, 
Their Converſion and Salvation being not to 
be compaſſed by needleſs Symbolizing with 


them in any thing, 1 conceive our beſt policy us 


frudiouſly to imitate them in nothing, but for 


all indifferent things, to think rather the worſe 


x them for their uſing of them, As no Per- 


on of Honour would willingly go in the known 
Garb of infamons Perſons. Whatſoever we 
court them in, they do but turn it to our ſcorn 
and contempt, and are the mote hardned in 
their own wickedneſs. To a& upon this Prin- 
Ciple, is the deſign and glory of New-Eng- 
land ! And our Eliot was of this Perſwall- 
on, when he brought his Indzans to a pure, 
plain, Scripture Worſhip. He would nor 

ratifie them with a Samaritan ſort of 
God, mixed Worſhip ; and he ima- 
gined, as well he might, that the Apoſtle 
Paul's fi:{t Epiſtle to the Corinthians had 
enough 
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enough in it, for ever to deter us allfrom 
ſuch unhapyy Temporizing. 


DE (i) 4 Compariſon between what the New- 


Englanders have done for the — 
of the Indians, and what has been done 
elſewhere by the Roman Catholicks. 


'T is to be confefled, That the Roman 
 Catholicks have a Clergy ſo very nu- 
merous, and ſo little: encumbred, and 
are Maſters of ſach prodigious Eccteſiaſti- 
cal Revenues, as renders it very eahie for 
them to exceed the Proreftanits in theit en- 
deavours to Chriſtianize the Pagan Sal- 
vages. Nor would I reproach but rather 
applaud their induſtry in this matter, 
wiſhing that we were all toncheud with 
an Emulation of it. Nevertheleſs, white 
I commend their Induſtry, they do by 
their Claſnours againſt the Reformed 
Churches upon this account, oblige me 
eo tax divers very {candalons things in the 
Miſſions which they make pro propaganda 
fide throughout the World ; and there- 
withal to compare what has been done 
by -that little handful of Reformed 
Churches in this Country, which has 
in divers regards out-done the furtheſt 

Efforts of Popery.

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The attainments, which with' God's 
help we have carried up our Indians unto, 
are the chief honour and glory of our 
Labours with them. "The Reader will 
{mile perhaps, when I cell him, that by 
an odd accident there are lately fallen in- 
to my hands, the Manuſcripts: of a Fe- 
fait, whom the French employed as a Myj- 
ſfromary among the Weltern Indians ; in 
which Papers there are both a Catechiſm 
containing the Principles which thoſe 
Heathens are to be inſtructed in; . and 
Caſes of Conſcience, referring to their Con- 
verſations. The Catechiſm, which is in 
the Iroquoiſe Language (a Language' re- 
markable for this, that there is not fo 
much as a Labial in it) with a "Tranſlati- 
on annexed , has one Chapter about 
Heaven, and another about Hel}, where- 
inare {ach Thick skul'd paſſages as theſe. 

* Q. How zs the Soil made in Heaven ? ' 

* A. *Tis a very fair Sol; they want 
*ncither for Meats nor Clothes ; "tis but 
* wiſhing, and we have them. 

©Q. Are they employ'd in Heaven * 

* A. No, they do nothing; the Fieids 
* yield Corn, . Beans, Pumptins, and the like 
© without any Tillage.

Nor have we been ated with a Roaas- 
Catholick Awvarice and Falſity and Crazity-in 
proſecuting of our Converſions; 'tis the 
Spirit of an ELIOT, that has all along 
dire&ted us. *Tis a Specimen of the Po- 
piſh Awvwrice, that their Miſſionaries are 
very rarely employed but where Bever, 
and Silver, and vaſt Riches are tobe there- 
- by gained ; their Miniſtry is bat-a-fort 
of Engine, to enrich Emopeans with the 
Treakore of the -Indies; thus:one eſcaped 
from Captivity among the Spaziards; rold 
me, thae the Spaniſh Friars had carried 
their Goſpel into the fpacious Conntry of 
California ; but finding the Þ4:ans there 
to be-extremely poor, they quickly gave 
other the work,becauſetorfoorh ſuch a poor 
Nation was not worth Converting. Whereas 
the New-Englanders could expect nothing 
from-their Indians. We are to feed them 
and cloath them rather than receive any 
thing from 'them, when we bring them 
home to-God. Again, the Popiſh Fallity 
(3 3 diſpoles 
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diſpoſes them to ſo much Legerdemain in 
their Applications, as is very diſagreeable 
tothe Spirit and Progreſs of the Goſpel. 
My-worthy Friend, Mynheer Daille, who 
hes been ſedulous and ſucceſsful in his 
Miniſtry among the Maqua's, aſlures me, 
that a French Predicator, having been ar- 
tempting to bring over thoſe Þxd:ans unto 
the Intereſt (not of our Saviour, fo much 
as!) .of Canada, at laſt, for a cure of their 
Infidelicy, told them, he would give them 
a ſign of God's Diſpleaſure at them for it; 
The Sun ſhould ſuch a day be put out, This 
terrify'd them ar a fad rate,and with great 
admiration and expectation, they told 
the Dutch of what was to come to paſs; 
the Dutch.reply'd, This was no more than 
every Child among them could foretel ; they 
all knew. there would then be an Eclipſe of the 
Sun , but (ſaid they ) ſpeak to Monſieur, 
that he would get the Sun extinguiſh'd a day 
before, or a day after what be ſpoke of, and if 
he can do that, believe him. When the I- 
dians thus underſtood what a Trick the 


they became irreconcileably prejudiced 
againſt all his offers ; nor have the French 
been ſince able to gain much upon that 
conſiderable People. The New: England- 
ers have uſed no ſuch Stratagems and Kna- 
Veries ; 


Frenchmen would have put upon them, 
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reries; *tis the pure light of cruth, which 
is all that has been uſed for the effeting 
of the rude People, whom *twas eafie to 
have cheated into our Profeſſion. Much 
leſs have we uſed that Popiſh Cruelty, 
which the Natives of America have by 
ſome other People been treated - with. 
Even a Biſhop of their own, hach publiſh- 
ed very Tragical Hiſtories of the Spaniſb 
Cruelcies upon the Indians of this Weſtern 
World. Such were thoſe Cruelties, that 
the Indians at length declared, They had 
rather go to Hell with their Anceſtors, than 
to the ſame Heaven which the Spaniards pre: 
tended unto. 'Tis indeed impoſlible to recy 
kon-up, the various and exquiſite Barba- 
rities with which theſe execrable Spaniards 
murthered in leſs rhan fiity Years, no lets 
than fifty Millions of the Indians; it {cems 
this was their way, of bringing them into 
the Sheepfold of our Merciful Jeſus ; but 
on the other ſide, the. good People of 
New England have carried it with ſo much 
tendernels towards the Tawny Creatures 
among whom we live, that they would 
not own fo much as one foot of Land in 
the Country, without a fair Purchaſe'and 


"Conſent from the Natives that laid claim 


unto it; albeit we had a Royal Charter 
irom the King of Greaz Britain, tO pro- 
| 3 | "tet 
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tet us in our Settlement upon this Con- 
_tinent. - I ſuppoſe, *twas in revenge upon 
us for this Conſcientiouſneſs;that the late 
oppreſlors of New- England, acknowledged 
no Man to have any Title at all, unto 
one-Foot of Land in all our Colony. Burt 
we did, and we do think, notwithſtand- 
ing the Banters of ſuch Ill Men, that the 
Trdians had not by their Pagamfm fo for- 
teirted all Right unto any of their Poſſefi- 
ons, that the firſt pretended Chriſtians 
that could, might violently and yet ho- 
neſtly feize upon them. Inſtead of this, 
the People of New England, knowing 
that ſome of the Engliſh were ſuffictenely 
covetous and encroaching, and that the 
bans infireights are eaſily prevailed up- 


on, to {1 their Lands, inave a Law, | 


T hat none ſhould Purchaſe, or ſo much as Re- 
eerve any Land of the Indians, without the 
allowance of the General Court. Yea, and 
fome Lands which were pecuiarly con- 
venient for the Indians, our People, who 
were more Careiul of them than they 
were of themſclves, made a Law, That 
they ſnould never be bought ont of their Hands. 
I fuppoſe after this, it would ſurpriſe 
Mankitd, if they ſhauld hear ſuch won- 
derful Creatures as our late Secretary, af- 
timing, Tha barbarons People were never 
- | civilly 
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civilly treated by the: late Government, ho 
made it their buſineſs to encroach upon their 
Lands, and by degrees ts drive them out of 
all. But, how many other Laws we made 
in favour of the Izdians, 'tis not eaſte to 
reckon up. *Twas ene of... our Laws, 
*'That for the further Encouragement of 
* the hopeful Work among them, for the 
© Civilizing 8&-Chriſtianizing of them, any 
* Indian that ſhould: be brought unto Civi- 
© lity, and come to live orderly in any 
* Engliſh Plantation, thould have fach 
© Alotments among the Engizh, as the 
© Engliſh had themielves. And, that if a 
© competent number: of chem, ſhould-fo 
© 'come 01 zo Civility, as to be capable 
*of a Townſhip, the General Court. 
* Gould grant them Lands for a Planta- 
* tion, as they do unto the Erg/zh ; Altho 
we-had already bought up their Claims 
unto our Lands. We likewiſe had our 
Laws. That if any of our Cattle did any 
damage to their Corn, we ſhould make them 
ample Satwfadion ; and that oe ſhould give 
them all manner of Aſſiſtance in Fencing of 
their Fields. And becauſe the Izdiavs are 
exceflively given unto the Vice of Drun- 
kenne(s, which was a Vice: unknown: to 
them, until the Exglþ brought Strong- 
drink in their way, we have had a ſevere 

G. 4. Law 
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Law againſt all ſelling or giving any - 
toxicating Liquors to them. It were well 


if this Law were more ſeverely Executed. 


By this time I hope I have ſtopp'd the 
Calumnicus Exclamations of the Roman 
Catholicks. againſt the Churches of the 
Reformation, for negle&ing to Evange- 
lIize the Natives of the Þpdies. But let me 
take this occaſion to addreſs the Chritti- 
an Indians of my own Country,into ſome 
of whoſe hands *ris likely this little Book 
may come. 

[© Behold ye Indians, what love,what 
* care, what coſt, has been uſed- by the 
* Engliſh here, for the Salvation of your 
* Preciousand Emmortal Souls. Ir 1s not

But our El was of a Temper 
quite contrary thereunto; for finding 
many Months before his Expiration, 
That he had nor Strength enough to E- 
dity his Congregation with publick Pray- 
.ers and Sermons, he importun'd hts People 
with ſome impatience to call another Mi- 
.  niſter;profeſfinghimfelf,unable todie with 
comfort,until he could fe a good Succeſſor 
'-Ordain'd,Sertled and Fixed among them. 
: For this Cauſe, he alfo cry'd mightily 
unto the Lord Jeſus, our Aſcended: Lord, 
that he would give fuch a gift unto Rox- 
bury ; and he fometimes call'd his whole 
Town together, to joyn with him in a 
_ Faſt for fach a Blefling. - As the return 
- of their Supplications, our Lord quickly 
+b:ſtow'd upon them, a Perfon young in 
" Years;*but old in Diſcrecion,Gravity and 
Experience ; andone whom the Church 
- of Roxbary hopes to find, 4 Paſtor after 
God's own Heart. Ir 
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It was Mr. Nebemiah Walter, who be- 
ing by the unamimous Vote 'and Choice. - 
of the Church there, become the-.Paſftor 
of Roxbury, immediately found the Vene- 
rable Eliot Embracing and Cheriſhing of 
him, with the tender Afﬀections of a Fa- 
ther. 'The good Old Manlike Old Aaron 
as it were difrobed himſelf, with an un- 
ſpeakable Satisfaction, when he beheld 
his Garments put upon a Son ſo dear un- 
to him. After this, he fora year or two 
before his Tranſlation, could ſcarce be 
perſwaded unto any publick Service, but 
humbly pleaded, what none bur he 
would everhave ſaid, It ould be a wrong 
#0 the Souls of the people, for him to do any 
thing among them, when they were ſupplyed 
fo much to their Advantage otherwiſe. It I 
miſtake not, the Laſt that ever he Preach- 
ed was on a publick Faſt; when he fed 
his People with a very ciſtin&, and uſe- 
ful Expoſition upon- the Eighty "Third 
 Pfalin ; and he concluded with an Apo- 
logy, begging his Hearers to paidon the 
poorneſs, and meanneſs ard brokenneſs, 
(as he called it) of his Meditations, but 
added he, My dear Brether here, will byand 
by mend all. 

Bur altho' he chus diſmiſſed himſelf, as 
one 1o near to the Age of Ninety, might

nemy to Idleneſs ; any one that ſhould 


look into the little Dzary that he kept in 
his Almanacks would fee that there was 


with him, No day without s Lize ;; he was. 
troubled when he ſaw how: much Time 


was devoured by the flavery ro Tobaceo, 
which too many debaſe themſelves unto z 
and now he grew old, he was defirous 
that his Work ſhould hold pace with his 


Life ; 'the leſs Time he 1aw left, the leſs, 


was he willing -to have loſt. He ima- 
gined that he could now do nothing to 


any purpoſe in any Service for God ; and. 


lomerimes he would ſfay with an Air 


peculiar to himſelf, I wonder for what the. 
Lord Feſus Chriſt lets me live ; be knows 
that now I can do nothing for him! And yet 


he could notforbear Effaying to do ſome- 
thing for his deareſt Lord ; wherefore, 
thought he, What ſhall I do ? Andhe then 
conceived, that tho' the Ezg/iifh. could 


not be benefited by any Gitts which he. 


now fancied himſelf to have only. the 
Ruines of, yet- who can tell but the Ne- 


gro's might ! He had long lamented it | 


with a bleeding and burmang pation, that 


the. 
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the Engliſh uſed their Negro's but as for 
Horſes tor their Oxen, . and that fo 
little care was taken about their precious 
and immortal Souls, he look'd upon it 
as a Prodigy, that any wearing the 
Name of Chriſtians, ſhould fo much have 
the Heart of Devils in them, as to pre- 
vent and hinder the InſtruQions of the 
poor Blackamoores, and confine the Souls 
of their miſerable Slaves to a deſtroying 
ignorance, meerly for fear of thereby 
loſing the benefir of their Vaſlalage z 
bnt now he made a motionto the Engliſh 
within two or three miles of him, that at - 
ſuch a time and place they would ſend 
their Negro's once a week unto him : For 
he would then Catechiſe them, and En- 
lghten them to the utmoſt of his powerin 
the things of their Everlaſting Peace ; 
however, hedid not live to make much 
progreſs in this Undertaking. 

Arleng:h when he was able to dolittle 
without doors, he tiy'd then to do fome-> 
thing within ; and onething was this. A 
young Boy in the Neighbourhood, had. 
in his Infancy fallen into a fire, fo as to. 
burn himſelf znto a perfect Blindneſs ; but 
this Boy being now grown to fome big- 


neſs, the good old Man took him home 


to his houke, with ſome intentionsto make 
: a. 
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a Scholar of him. He fi:ſt informed him 
of and from the Scripture, in which the 
Boy fo profited, that in a little time he 
could eve Repeat many whole Chapters 
Verbatim, and if any other in Reading 
miſſed a word, he would mind them of 
it 3 yea, and an ordinary piece of Latin 
was become eaſie to the Lad ; but hav- 
ing his own Eyes cloſed by Death, he 
could no longer help the poor Child a- 
gainſt the want of his. 

Thus, as the Aged Poljcarp could ſay, 
Theſe Eighty Six years bave I ſerved my Lord 
Teſus Chriſt ; and he has been ſuch a good 
Maſter to me all this while, that I will not 
zow forſake him. Such a Polycarp was our 
Eliot ; he had been ſo many years engag- 
ed in the ſweet ſervice ofthis dear Jeſus, 
that he could no: now give it over: "I'was 
his Ambition and his Priviledge, ro bring 
forth Fruit in ol4 Age; and what veneration 
the Church of Smyrna paid unto that Arm- 
gel of theirs, we were upon the like Ac- 


counts willing to give unto this Mar of 


God. 

While he was thus making his Retreat 
out of this evil World, his Diſcourſes from 
time to time ran upon, The Coming of the 
Lord TFeſws Chriſt ; it was the Theme 

which he ſtill had Recourſe unto,. and we 
| were 
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were ſure to have ſomething of th#, what- : 
ever other Subject he were upon.On this he 
talk'd, of rhis he pray'd, forthis he long'd, 
and eſpecially when any bad -News ar-- 
riv'd, his uſual refle&tion thereupon would 
be, Behold ſome of the Clouds in which we 
muſt look for the coming of the Son of Man. 
Ar laſt, his Lord, for whom he had been 
long: wiſhing, Lord come, I bawze been a 
great: while ready for thy coming! at laſt, I 
lay, his Lord came, and ferched him a- 
way into the Foy of his Lord. 

He fell into fome Languiſhments, atten- 
ded with a Fever, which in a few days 
brought him into the Pangs ( may I ſay ? 
| or Joys). of Death 5; and while he lay in 
theſe, Mr. Walter coming to.him, he faid: 
unto him, . Brother, Thou art welcome to my 
very Soul, Pray, Retire to my Stndy for me, 
and give me "$a ro be gone; meaning 
that he ſhould not, by. Petitions to Hea- 
ven for his Life, detain him here.It was in 
theſe Languiſhments, that fpeaking about 
the Work of the Goſpel among the. Idi- 
ans, he did after this heavenly manner 
expreſs himſelf, There # a Cloud ( laid he) 
a dark Cloud upon the Work of the Goſpel a: 
mong ' the poor {ndians. The Lord revive 
and proſper that Work, and grant it may 
live when Iam dead. It a Work which 1 


have 
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bave been doing much and long about. But 
what 3vas the word T ſpoke Taft? 1 recal that 
word, My Doings: Alas, they have been
